JAPAN. 
Kanagawa, ‘ 

Dates aro to the 4th December. Disturbances of an alarm- 
ing nature have occurred at Yokuhame, While Messrs. Bush 
and Tatham (resident merchants of Yokuhama), and Mr. Cooper 
Turner (the Crown solicitor of Hong Kong, who is on a visit at 
that port) were riding through Kavasaki, Mr. Bush, being 
slightly in advance, noticed a foreigner, tightly pinioned and 
thrust into a native chair, being carried along under charge of 
some native officers, Mr. Bush jumped from his horse, fired 
his revolver in the air, by way of causing consternation, and 
ere the Japanese officers could muster their courage, the 
prisoner was released. The cowards then menaced Mr. Bush, 
but Messrs, Tatham and Turner coming to the rescue, the 
Japanese “hauled off,” and the prisoner's liberation was com- 
plete. He turned out to be Mr. B. Telge, of the firm of Messrs. 
W. Pustau and Co., whose offence turned out to have been 
killing 8 wild goose. 

The day following a number of Japanese soldiers went to 
Messrs. Pustau’s house, and taking Mr, Moss, also belonging to 
that firm, for Mr. Telge, they attempted to capture him. Mr. 
Moss armed hiraself with a fowling-piece, and in the midst of 
a violent scuffle, shot one of his assailants. He was then made 
prisoner, On this news spreading abroad, the British consul, 
all the foreign community, and one hundred men from the 
Prussian man-of-war, made a determined and auccessful attempt 
to liberate Mr. Moss. An investigation was being held. The 
Japanese witnesses were giving most absurdly falee evidence, 
and such was the excitement, that Mr. Moss’s friends have ad- 
vised him to leave for fear of assassination. 

saartien Besant says :— 

Ir, Telge, a German, of this place, with i \- 
i-sa-ki, ten miles distant ‘ome ho pita a hiend sn ee Ee at 
that place he went out a short distance into the paddy fields, and shot a 
goose, and with it started back. A few officers saw the whole affair, came 
Sowards him and complimented him on the fine shot he had made ; he no 
doubt, feeling flattered by the remarks, made friends with them, and all 
walked on together. He bad not proceeded but a few steps when he was 
violently seized from behind and thrown on his face, his arms triced up 

uncomfortable as the in- 
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genuity of the officers could invent. He refused to walk, but told, them 
he would go with hem quietly if they would release him, and com- 
plained of the tightness of the cords. This seemed to delight them, and 
the coolies that held him received orders to tighten them, which was done. 
They then carried him towards the So-ci-do (the high road), threw him 
into a kind of chair used in this country, and which is about as uncom~ 
fortable an affair when a person's limbs are free, as can be imagined, and 
took him towards Kanagawa. His friends, from his long absence, think- 
ing that he might bave gone towards home started that way. After 
riding a short distance one of them accidentally caught sight of a man’s 
legs protruding ‘rom a chair, with several officers escorting it. This 
excited their curiosity, and on close inspection they discovered who it 
was, and on seeing his situation it was but the work of a moment to dis- 
mount, show their “revolvers” (which, by the way, are constantly used 
by us at all times, and in all places, at night in our hands, ready cocked) 
and cast loose. The officers at first made some resistance, but, at 
the sight of a few pistols pointed at their heads, and which they were 
quite certain would go off if they attempted to draw their swords, they 
reluctantly allowed him to go, and soon hat the pleasure of @ stern 
view of him as he disappeared over the next hill. He has not been 
popular with them, being a ‘ German subject,” yet, under English pro- 
tection, which they cannot understand, and have long since insisted that 
all persons other than those of “Treaty Powers” should leave the 
country. 

‘The day after this occurrence Mr. Moss was returning from a shooting 
excursion; he had nearly reached the jetty, and was passing a sinall 
“ guard-houze,” when several officers rushed out, and not knowing what 
were their intentions, whether peaccful or not, as all persons here would 
have done, he backed up to a house and stood on the defensive, cocked 
both barrels of his gun, pointed it for the leader, and asked what they in- 
tended. They told him that it was very wrong to point his gun at an 
officer; but recognising among them one whom he bad seen often at the 
“ Custom-house,” he grounded the gun and walked up to them in the 
middle of the street, at which moment he was struck a violent blow on 
the back of the head which felled him to the ground on his face, the gun 
was wrenched from his hands, and immediately after it exploded and shot 
nearly off the left arm of one of the inferior officers; the bone was 
smashed into small picves; so close must it have been that the flesh was 
blackened by the powder, and the wads must have passed through the arm. 

Mr. Moss was immediately hurried off to a small house near the water, 
the crowd driven out of the strect, the blood washed up, and all traces re- 
moved ; and it was by the merest accident that Captain Vyse, her Ma- 
jesty’s Consul, heard "of it, One of the coolies belonging to the Con- 
sulate happened to hear of it, and rushing in said that a foreigner had 
shot a Jak-a-nin in the street.” Captain Vyse was at the time taking down 
the depositions of the persons engaged in ‘the affair of the day previout 
and all present at once started tor the scene of the accident. Geing up 
to the guard-house he asked the officers what was the matter. They 
told him nothing. He asked them if they had not heard of the affair. 
‘They said no. One of the party suggested that they look inside; and on 
Captain Vyse attempting to go, he was rudely pushed back. He per- 
sisted, and on going into the back room, saw the officer Iying on a mat, 
He at once sent for Dre. Hepburn and Simon, who at one said nothing 
but amputation of the arm would save the man’s life. 

At last an interpreter turned up, who told what the doctors had said. 
The ofticers refused to have it done, saying that the permission of the 
mayor and governor of Kanagawa would fint have to be ‘obtained. 
Captain Vyse, disgusted with their lying and prevaricating, told them that 
“he had done all in his power for the man; had brought surgeons 
competent to judge; they said if the arm was not taken off he inust 
die; and as they refused to have it done, if the man died they must be 
answerable for his life, not the man that fired the shot.” All the informa. 
tion he could obtain from them was that a foreigner had done it, but would 
not say who it was, or what had been done with him. Capiain Vyse asked 
for a guard, as he wished to call on the “Covertior.” ‘This was refused, 
and he went without one. The Governor declared that he knew nothing 
about it, and thus the matter stood until after dark. Captain Vyse had 
good reason to believe that Mr. Moss was confined cither in the (over 
nor's house or in the prison close by, and he pledged himself to the 
foreigners (who were now collected) to regain him that night by force, if 
necessary. 

_The * Prussian Commodore” (who is deserving of all praise) offered 
him the assistance of an armed force, which was accepted. At 1] . 
Captain Vyse, accompanied by Mr. Bellecom the French “ Charge de 
Afaairs,” and the abbe “ Girard” as interpreter, (one having been refused 
by the officers), started for the “Governor's” to demand the man, and 
bring him back by fair means or by force. A Prussian officer went with 
them having with him a rocket, the signal for the force to land, and during 
the interview remained outside with a lighted match in his hand, the landing 















































Party being in their boats close by awaiting the signal; a large body af | 


foreigners were not far off, eager to join in the aitach. 

At first the Governor said that he had just heard of the affair, but did 
not know what had been done with the man. After an almost endless 
amount of lying, he admitted that he was in prison, and at the last moment 
when the patience of the Europeans was almost exhausted, he consented to 
give him up provided Captain Vyse gave his word of honour that he would 
sce justice done. He delivered him up just in time—had he held out 
Touch longer he would have seen a scene of bloodshed which he would 
long have cause to remember. Mr. Moss received some injuries while in 
their hands, was beaten, kicked, and jumped on, besides receiving (wo 
severe blows over the face with some iron weapon. Mr. Moss has com- 
menced a suit against the Japanese Government, and claims damages 
$30,000. 
__ The wounded officer is still alive ; his depositions wastaken and handed 
into the Consul’s hands - it finishes with the pleasant information that if be 
lived he thould kill Mr. Moss; as ii he leaves three brothers who will 
revenge his death, as the Japanese law is blood for blood. Mr. Moss, for 
his own safety, will have to leave the couutry, and it is most likely that 
some other foreigner will fall, as a set off against the death of this officer 
—a most unpleasant mode of balancing accounts to us here. 











I understand that Mr. Alcock thinks that it was an unpardonable and 
outrageous attack.

NAGASAKI, 

Letters from Nagasaki state that on the night of the Ist Dec. 
a fire broke out in a house near thecoal-shed adjacent to the 
Dutch factory, in which shed, it is supposed, about 20,000 tons 
of coals are deposited. The fire communicated itself to the 
shed and the coals, a considerable portion of which were de- 
stroyed. 

In consequence of the improved rates in China, Cotton goods 
had advanced, and grey shirtings were quoted at $3; white, 
$3 20c. In exports tea and silk had advanced, owing to the 
inereased demand. Isinglass quoted $22 to €28; tobacco,. 
$5 50c.; rapesced, 21 Gc. to $1 80c.; gall nuts, $6 to $6 50c. 
No vessels loading home. 





CHINA, 
PEKING. 

The news from Peking is not later than already received, 
From Tien-tsin, however, advices have been received to the 
2nd December, which makes no mention of the murder reported 
last mail at Hong Kong of Mr. Adkins, so we must assume the 
story to be a canard. ‘The troops are very comfortably 
gathered, but the thermometer had been down to 20 below 
zero, The men, however, were finding mcans to pass time, and 
it is hoped they will only have to do that, and not be molested 
by the Chinese. The gun-boats had been unable to ran through 
the ice, and the last officers who left Ticn-tsin had to go down 
to the Taku Forts overland ; carts accomplishing the journey in: 
two days, There had been very little snow; and the frosty 
air was so dry aud clear that stars could be sometimes seen 
during the daytime. Everyone up at Ticu-tsin is now dressed 
in furs. The quautity of game iv the market was very large, 
and was sold for a mere song. Liquids could only be kept. 
from freezing by being kept near a stove. 

The 31st Regiment were located inside the South gate, the 
60th inside the East, and the Artillery and Military Train in 
different yanuns all along the strect, which runs from the East. 
to the West gates. The 67th were stationed on the south 
bank of tie grand canal, just outside the north-east part of the 
city wall; aud Fane's horse were in the south-east suburb, 
Tho French and British ewbassies were in two of the best. 
places in ‘Tien-tsin, on the west side of the river, and but a 
short distance from the city wall. The French troops had 
taken up their quarters on the east sido of the Peiho and the 
north of the grand canal, 

The Chinese shopkeepers are said to be quite pleased at the- 
prospect of foreigners coming to settle and trade at ‘Tien-tsin, 
and are inquiring for opium, iron, tin, and cotton goods, &e. 

The instalment of the indemnity, half a million of tacls, 
been duly received by both the English and French. 

Admiral Hope has gone to Japan, and will proceed from 
thence to Shanghai, and up the river Yang-tse-Kiang, 

SHANGEAI, 

The latest date from London is October 26th, received on 
the 17th Dec, per Messrs. Dent and Co.’s steamer Ly-ce-moon. 
The rebels in this vicinity appear to be quict. Lord Elgin is 
still here, waiting, it is presumed, to see the result of the open- 
ing of the river Yangtsze ; upon which the policy of the British 
Government, in regard to the rebel question, materially depends, 
so. far as the interests of trade are concerned. It is expected 
that Admiral Hope will be down here from the North very svon,, 
when he will organise the expedition which it may be deemed 
expedient tofemploy for the protection of trade in that river. 

‘The first fruits of the tariff and trade regulations of the 
| Treaty of Tien-tsin have appeared in a bold attempt of the 
Chinese local authorities to establish in this scttlement an 
opium monopoly, under Rule 5, which excludes that article 
from the benefit of the transit duty clause applicable to all 
other goods, A commission which was established, issued 
official notifications calling upon the Chinese Shrofls in the em- 
ploy of each foreign house, dealing in opium, to send in a de- 
tailed monthily report of all the transactions of their masters in 
this article, for which they were to receive a fee ; and inquiries 
were instituted respecting the families of the said Shrofis with 
a view to making them suffer for any failure on the part of their 
relatives to send in a disclosure of the business transactions of 
their employers. 

This attempt to revive the old Canton system of espionage 
has been vigorously met by her Majesty’s Consul, who has ad- 
dressed the Superintendent of Customs, requiring the with- 
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drawal of the obnoxious notifications and the removal of the 
Commission from the foreign acttiement. 

The following notification has been issued by the British 
Consul, Mr, T. ‘l. Meadows :— 

He: Britannic Majesty’s Consul having heard that a commission estab- 
lished some time back in the foreign settlement to levy inland duties on 
opium—and which he had had official grounds for believing to be removed 
‘elsewhere—was rtill in full operation, went personally this morning to the 
locality in question. He there not only found the commission in appa- 
rently full operation, under the authority of two notifications of the Su- 
perintendent of Customs, dated two days ago and suspended at the gates 








of the establishment, but also noted in its constitution, as prescribed by | 


these notifications, features of a nature so objectionable as to render im- 
mediate public action qn his part an unavoidable duty. 

The Superintendent of Customs there lays down that the Chinese chicf 
accountant (compradore or shroff) in the employ of cach for 
dealing in opium shall send in to the above Opium-duty C: 
detailed montlily report of all the opium which his employers have, during 
the month, imported, paid the maritime import duty on, and sold to 
Chinese, together with a statement of the balance of opium left in their 
Chis employers’) possession, which balance is to head the aczount of the 
next following month, The Superintendent further lays down that the 
same description of surveillance shall be maintained over transactions in 
receiving ships, through the Chinese accountants of the firms to which 
they severally belong. . 

Since retuming from the above visit of inspection, the undersigned has 
received from various British merchants, who have appeared to protest 
against the system, or to whom he has applied for additional information, 
sets of certain regulations, blank books, forms, &e., &., by which the 
details of the system are explained and prescribed. mm these it ap- 
pears that to the Chinese chief arcountant of each of twenty-five opium- 
dealing foreign houses ut this port, a similar set of documents has been 
issued, one of these being an official order from the Superintendent of 
Customs addressed to the chief accountant by name, requiring from him 
personally the performance of the abovementioned services. and assigning 
to him as a reward a sum of five mace per chest, but also making him re- 
sponsible for any discrepancy between the number of chests imported and 
of tho-e reported as sold by’ his employer. ‘The undersigned has, farther, 
been informed, by one of the British merchants who have appealed to 
him, that the commission has been instituting inquiries into the where- 
abouts of the parents, wife, and children of his accountant, with a view to 
making these innocent persons suffer for any failure on their rlatives' part 
to send in a monthly disclosure of the business transactions of the foreign 
firm that employs him. 

The un:ersigned, seeing in this system of e:pionage, supported by a 
cruel terrorism, a revival of one of those worst features of the old Canton 
hong monopoly, which led to the first British war in this country, feels that 
he cannot too promptly oppose to it whatever checks Treaty-rights and 
British consular influence place at his command. 

The undersigned accordingly hereby calls upon all British firms to 
whose accountants any orders or other documents of the above indicated 
kind have been issued to transmit the same to this Consulate without 
delay. And he further requests all such firms to note, and to explain to 
their Chinese clerks and servants, the following Treaty-right and the 
action which'he, pending instructions from H.M.’s Envoy and Chief 
Superintendent of Trade, is resolved to take upon it. 

he Sst arcicle ofthe first French Treaty with China and the identical 
‘S2nd article of the French Treaty of Tien-tsin stipulate that Chinese, 
who, being accused of crimes, take refuge in French houses or ships must 
be applied for through the Consuls, who will take steps to effect their ex- 
tradition “on proof of their culpability.” The undersigned will not, 
unless otherwise instructed, attempt to make use of this stipulation in the 
case of Chinese not in British employ ; he being well satisfied that neither 
British commercial interests nor the credit of the British name will profit 
by allowing Chinese generally to hope for protection from the regular 
judicial procedures of their own country. In the case of such persons, 
therefore, he will continue to content himself, as he has heretofore done, 
by requiring the presentation of a duly scaled warrant issued by com- 
petent native authority. But as regards Chinese in British employ or 
their nearer relatives, the undersigned has resolved to exercise to the 
fullest extent the right secured by the above prudent and salutary provi- 
sion. In their case, he will require convincing proofs of the commission 
of a crime or of some recognised offence against society before proceed- 
ing to any act of extradition. And until he is satisfied that all intention 
is given up of making them, bya system of rewards and punishments, 
act as Customs’ supervisors over the business transactions of their own 
masters, he will feel it his duty to view with peculiar suspicionevery charge 
of a criminal nature that may be brought against them. 

The new Treaty, Convention, and Tariff, have been published 
in the Worth China Herald. 


H.M’s steamer Corper (late Fei-seen, bought at Hong Kong.) 
has been advertised for sale. 

‘The owners of the Tu- Yung towing steamer had been ordered 
to pay by the Consular Court the sum of $550 for damages in 
running down a Chinese boat. 

The community are agitating for the construction of new 
roads into the interior while our troops bold the Chinese city. 
A meeting has been held, of which the following is a notice from 
the report of the North China Herald :— 

Mr. Hamilton, being uested, took the chair, and said that be 
appeared before the meeting for the purpose of bringing under their notice 
an offer that had been made by Sir J. Michel for the construction of 
country roads, and in doing so he desired to make an explanation to those 

ntlemnen who considered this‘matter as one belonging to the Municipal

would be in communication with the Taotai, who would settle as regards 
the land required. Mr. Lay, also, who had access to the Taotai, had 
exprested his desire to do anything in his power to forward the object in 
view. Mr. Reid, seconded by Mr. Jarvie, then proposed that the follow- 
ing gentlemen be appointed to form a committee with power to add to 
their number, viz.: —Messrs, Hamilton, Coutts, Ashton, Whittall, Cushny, 
Reid, and C. Thorne.—Carried unanimously.

Sir Hope 
Grant proceeded in the Granada to Kanagawa, and it is believed 
that Admiral Hope left the Peiho for Kanagawa on Dee. 30. 

Mr. Clifton, the Superintendent of Police, has been dis- 
missed, notwithstanding his acquittal of the charges brought 
against him. 





NINGPO. 

A correspondent, dating Dec. 12, writes us :—Owing to the 
disturbed state of the country, and the distracted state of the 
Government at Peking, occasioned by the approach of the 
“barbarian ” army, no Peking Gazettes have for a long time 
arrived. 

Tae insurgents have again entered this province, taken a 
few places, mide another attempt to take Hangchow, and, by 
last accounts, are retiring, Sinec their defeat at Shanghai they 
seem to have lost heart somewhat. Were they to go forward 
with the energy that they displayed a few months since, when 
they took Soochow and Hangchow, and destroyed the imperial 
army, they might soon conqucr the whole country. But, it is, 
I apprekend, a more dificult matter to retain and rule the 
places taken than to take them, 

‘The Rev. S. J. Roberts,;an American Baptist missionary, 
with “whom the insurgent chief studicd Christianity a few 
months, previous to his entering upon his revolutionary 
career, has, at the carnest request of the latter, remained at 
Nanking. It is to be hoped that he will correct some of the 
gross errors of the chief and his followers, 

It is said that the steamer Zingari has been purchased by 
the authorities at Ningpo fur service against the rebels in 
the Tseen-kang-kiang, should they attempt to cross over that 
river to the Ningpo side. 





CHUSAN. 

All the British troops but fifteen men and two officers of 
the 99th have left Chusan, H.M.S. Snake remains there until 
the French troops leave. 

A correspondent writes :—The natives are very free to ex- 
press their regret at the departure of the English forces. English 
policemen render the people much more secure from robberies 
and thefts than their own. The Frenchmen they do not like 
so well. Nearly all of the English left on the 5th inst. 
in the Australia, for Hong Kong. The India troops left on the 
7th inst. in tho Zhunder ; only some fifteen English officers and 
men are now remaining there. They are looking after and dis- 
posing of the remaining stores, chiefly cattle and wood intended 
for the North. An auction was held on the 10th inst.,fat which 
some 3,000,000 Ibs, of wood, about 400 head of cattle, anumber 
of sheep, a quantity of barley, rice, brand, sugar, tea, &e, &, 
were sold, probably at great sacrifice, 

The French will remain for the present, but it is understood 
that they are also to leave as soon as convenient. The Roman 
Catholic Missionaries have takon advantage of the presence of 
French troops to secure a good location in the city of Tinghai, 
and are building a large church.

SWATOW. 

The late disturbances have apparently all subsided, but 
British subjects have to be indemnified, in which Mr. Consul 
Carie, it is to be hoped, will show better judgment than in the 
first outbreak of the affair. 
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HONG KONG. 

The French Government have purchased the steamer Undine, 
built at Hong Kong, for $4,600, which may be assumed to 
leave a good profit to her owners, Messrs. Douglas, Harper, and 
others. 

Along review of Mr. Scarth’s pamphlet, “Is our War with 
the Tartars or Chinese ?” not very complimentary to the author, 
appears in the Daily Press, 

In spite of the cession of Kowloon to the British, landed 
property at Houg Kong still maintains its value, the last sold 
having realised $33,000 (£8,000) premium on the fixed rentals. 
‘Tho want of storage room, however, will not be so urgent when 
the new hongs are built at Canton. 

Mr. Wilson, on his retirement from the editorial chair of the 
China Mail, says :—4 During the three years in which we havo 
conducted this paper, many events of very great importance 
have occurred in China; and though we lay down the editorial 
pen to-day (27th Dec.), yet our connection with the China Mail 
does not cease, and wo hope soon to converse with our readers 
about home matters.” 

On Christmas-day, in St. John’s Cathedral, the new organ from 
England was played for the first time. All the details not 
being quite perfected, the full musical effect was not shown ; 
but from the sample given the organ is pronounced a very 
fine one. 

The Ly-ee-moon, on her passage to Shanghai, had two nights 
of heavy blowing weather, Notwithstanding, she made the 
run in 3 days 15 hours. She had fine weather on her passage 
down, which occupied 2 days 20} hours; from Ningpo to this 
port, 2 days 10 hours, being the fastest time known. 

The very extraordinary charges ogainst a consular official in 
Japan are now understood to have been greatly exaggerated, 
but in the excitement prevailing at Kanagawa it has almost died 
out—not so, it is presumed, with the accused, who, of course, 
oust be reported to the Home Government. 

A Government notification announces that six months’ leave 
of absence has been granted to William Chapman, Esq. Post- 
master-General, from the 20th Nov., aud that F. W. Mitchell, 
Esq., has been appointed Acting Postmaster-General. Fivo 
mouths’ leave of absence has also been granted to Dr. J. I. 
Murray, Colonial Surgeon, his place being filled by Dr. Ainslie, 
as Acting Colonial Surgeon ; Dr. Wong-un is appointed as 
superintendent of the Civil Hospital. 

Tho Hong Kong Register has the following on the Great 
Abuse Commission. We think it was perfectly right the in- 
quiry should have been held, and that whatever the judgment 
may be, it should end the matter :—“ The Civil Service Abuses 
Commission still ‘ drags its slow length along” Its nineteenth 
sitting has been held, and the point arrived at is, the opening 
of Mr. Caldwell’s defence. Every one here is sick and tired of 
the matter, as, doubtless, are the commissioners ; and their 
verdict, whether in favour of or against Mr. Caldwell, will be 
hailod as a veritable relief by the public of the colony.” 

The Sebastopol arrived off Hong Kong harbour from Wham- 
poa, on 22nd Dec., with coolies on board bound to Demerara. 
Dr. Preston is gone in her in medical charge. 


PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA. 


Dates from this place are to the 22nd of December, 
via Hong Kong, and the 3rd of January, via Singapore, but 
there is nothing farther than the usual trade prices current. 
London dates of October 26 reached on December 17. The 
Sales has not yet arrived from Liverpool; and the Maria 
Rosario, that arrived on the 16th inst. from Singapore, does not 
bring many English manufactures. There has been a pretty 
fair demand for goods. The stocks in first hands must now be 
very greatly reduced, and many sales not reported have been 
made to arrive of both plain and coloured goods, 





MALACCA STRAITS. : 
PENANG. 


On the 27th December a Siamese chief, brother of the King 
of Siam’s Minister, arrived here in his yacht, on a tour of in- 
spection of the tributary places under Siam. This is the same 
individual who, some three years ago, our readers ‘may remem- 
der, went to England as Siamese Ambassador. The Rajah of 
Quedah also arrived simultaneously with the Siamese chief, and 
on landing a salute was fired from the fort. 





SINGAPORE, 

The Hooghly veturned on 31st Dec., after a completely suc- 
cessful cruise after the pirates who have long infested this 
neighbourhood, and who were known to have murdered cight 
Chinese in a tongkong, a year or two ngo. The Hooghty found 
the pirates off Pulu Tioman, in the China sea. They were 
taken entirely by surprise, and were captured without difficulty, 
There were three of them, all Malays, and desperate-looking 
fellows. ‘They were brought in heavily ironed, and will proba- 
bly pay tho penalty of their crimes with their lives, as tho 
proof against them is undoubted. 

‘The captain and crow of the Herculean froma Shanghai, lost in 
Gaspar Straits, have arrived from Batavia. 

A huge alligator was brought into town from Sirangoon i 
the Government rewarded its captors. 

We (Straits Times) ave very sorry indeed to learn that the 
state of health of our worthy Commissioner of Police is such as 
to necessitate his immediate departure for Europe, and we are 
informed that he will probably leave Singapore next month. 
It will be extremely difficult to supply the place which Mr. 
Dunman has filled so worthily, and we have no idea who will 
be appointed to act during his absence. We have heard the 
uame of the present police magistrate mentioned in conncction 
with the post.

CHINA—EXPORTS, 

Tza.—Shipments have been large to Great Britain. and for the pre- 
‘sent season already amount to 55 million pounds, being in excess of any 
previous season. To the United States the export has not been so large.

In addition 
to which about 15,000 chests Congou have been arranged for shipment 
under alvances on a Caiatt account ar lies are sensibly falling off, and 
there seems at length a prospect of a limit being upon the season's 
yield. The desire of the Teamen to meet the market is attributed to the 
‘national propensity of winding up. accounts and of returning home to spend 
their new year festivities, during the pressure for money consequent on the 
approach of that season; they will doubtless make arrangements for 
the coming season's tea, At Canton scttlements have been: Congou:

Powchong, Canton ked, 1,500 half-chests, 
at 15 to 16 taels. Canton Greens: Gunpowder and Imperial, 8,000 ten- 
catty boxes, at 17 to 19 teels; young Hyson, 1,700 half chests, at 17 to 
18 ‘taels. Leaving the unsold stock of country teas at 70 to 60 
chops Congou, and 10 to 12 chops Souchong. As for coming: 
supplies, the Teamen say that 90 chops more of Oonams and Oopacks wi 
come to hand, and will complete the season's yield, At Shanghai 
there bas been rather an improved market to notice for the past fort- 
night, but the still small supplies that .come forward ‘necessarily curtail 
‘operations in comparison with former seasons. This state of things, bow- 
ever, will probably not continue long, as the increased facility of transit 
at Ningpo is calculated to cause supplies to come forward. tlements 
on the market are of Hohow, 268 chests, at 22 taels; of Ningchow, 
1,825 chests, at 23} taels to 27}; of common kinds 500 chests, at 16 
taels ; of Kaisow 140 chests, at 24 taels; and of flowery Pekoe, 272 
chests, at 35} taels, making in all 3,208 chests. 

Stix.—The settlements have continued on the same large scale, 4,000 
bales having been taken at prices much the same as last quoted. The 
arrivals from the country still continue heavy, and we have a stock on the 
market of 7,000 bales still unsold.

HONG KONG. 

‘The British transport Carribean got on shore on a reef at the entrance 
of Hope Bay, but was soon got off with the assistance of two of H.M.’s 
gunboats, She was much strained, and will be obliged to dock. ‘Two 
days after the Banian left Liverpool for Hong Kong, James McGill, A.B., 
jumped overboard whilst in a state of delirium tremens, A boat was im- 
mediately launched, but failed in rescuing him.

The American barque Sea Nymph, from Puget Sound to Hong Kong, 
encountered very heavy weather on the 22nd and 23rd Nov., in which she 
lost main topsail, fore and topgallant masts. On the 251b, got struck by 
a heavy sea, which knocked the passengers’ house to pices, and nearly 
filled deck with water. She afterwards had favourable weather until 
she arrived at Hong Kong.

FRANCE. 

The Moniteur contains a decree instituting a medal com- 
memorative of the expedition to China in 1860. It is to beof 
silver, bearing on one side the effigy of the Emperor, with the 
words “ Napoleon III., Fmperor,” and on the other “ Expedi- 


tion to China, 1460,” in legend, and in inscription the words ; 


“Takou, Chang-Kia-wan, Pulikiao, Peking.” It will be worn 
attached to a yellow riband, on which will be woven in blue, 
and in Chinese characters, the name of the city of Peking. 

Tax Ariege, which was to have sailed on Monday last for Cochin- 
China, has received counter orders, and 200 marines, which had been 
embarked in the morning, were disembarked in the evening. A grand 
expedition in Cochin-China is -till spoken of, as also. march on the 
capital, which is supposed to be richer than Peking. 





RUSSIA. 
(#ROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Perersovra, Feb. 3. 

Advices from Kiakhta, in the St. Petersburg journals, an- 
nounce that tho Russian merchants are taking all the necessary 
steps for turning to account the recent treaty with China. 
General Ignatieff, who left Peking on the 10th Nov., arrived at 
Kiakhta iu fifteen days, the shortest time hitherto taken. On 
his arrival the church bells rang a peal,and a Ze Deum was 
celebrated in the principal church, 

For the third time within one weck the thermometer at 
Moscow has sunk to below 30 degs. Reaumur (43 degs. below 
zero of Fahrenheit), and the quicksilver is fre: In this 
city the cold is not so intense, but still it maintains its trac 

. Russian character, never being less than 20 degs. Reaumur, and 
at night sinking generally to 25 degs. To all outward appearance 
the severity of the winter indicates no change in the social 
condition of this metropolis. The usual morning fashionable 
promenades are held on the English quay and the Vasily 
Ostrow. Tho Neva presents an auituated and gay sccue with its 
thousands of sledges and skaters ; the ice-mountains are in 
great vogue, and the Samoyedes who brought hither their rein- 
deer for the carnival, drive a brilliant trade from their singular 
speculation. But the poorer classes have to suffer a good deal 
from the severity of the season, ‘The rise in the price of pro- 
visions is unavoidably felt, and firewood is scarcely to be 
obtained at any price. Add to all this the great prevalence of 
several contagious discases, such as scarlet-fever, croup, small- 
pox, and cholera, The charitable institutions do all in their 
power to relieve the distress of the afflicted, in which they are 
generously supported by the open-handed bounty of the rich 
aristocracy and the families of the wealthy merchants. 

A long letter’ from Kiachta gives a full account of the public 
rejoicings manifested in that frontier town on the publication 
of the new Russian treaty with China, and the enthusiastic 
ovations paid to General Ignatieff on his arrival there from 
Peking on his journcy to St. Petersburg. When he made his 
entry the bells of the churches struck up a merry peal, the 
clergy and a deputation of the merchants received him at the 
frontiers with every demonstration of respect and joy, and 
accompanied him to the Cathedral, where a Te Dewn was sung 
in his honour, and a grand banquet given him in the evening 
by the grateful municipality, at which his health aud long life 
were drunk and responded to with enthusiastic cheering and 
unbounded applause. The General performed the journey from 
Peking to Kiachta in.the short space of fiftcen days, and after 
recruiting his health and strength by a little repose there, con- 
tinued his long and wearysome route over the snow-clad steppes 
of Siberia, and through the mountain passes of the Ural to Mos- 
cow, aud thence by railroad to this city, where  necd hardly 
observe, he ia quite “the lion of the day.” 

From the further contents of the above-mentioned letter 
the merchants of Kiachta scem quite in earnest to pro- 
fit to the utmost in their power by the favourable 
stipulations of the Chinese Treaty. Several emissaries 
have already been sent to Peking to sclect fit localities 
and to purchase the ground for the erection of stores and 
warehouses, as also to make the other nccdful arrange- 
ments for establishing themselves permanently in the Chiucse 
capital. ‘The merchants of Kiachta have further petitioned the 
Government for permission to found a special fellowship at the 
University of this city, to be given to the best proficient in the 

* Chinese language, and to be called “ the Ignatieff’ Endowment.” 

Tho account given by the writer, of the late events at Pe- 















king, contains chiefly what we had already learned from other 
sources, He animadverts with severity on the barbarous treat- 
ment of the prisoners at the hands of the Chinese, but at the 
same time he blames the Allies for the destruction and loot of 
the Emperor’s Summer Palace. Tho winter had sct in with 
great rigour in China, as may be gathered from the fact that 
| on the 21st of November the snow was more than a foot deep 
in the streets of Peking. The Emperor was still living at his 
retreat at Dscheche, to which he fled on the approach of the 
Allies ; the Empress exhibited greater courage, and remained: 
at Peking during the wholo of the late events, having signified 
her intention rather to perish in the city where she was born 
than to abandon it when in danger. The writer expresses his 
astonishment that the English, when dictating the terms of 
peace at Pcking, should not have made a stipulation to be 
allowed to have their own burying-ground, a circumstance that 
appears to have been overlooked by Lord Elgin, for it might 
easily have been asked for, aud would as easily have been 
granted. As it is, British subjects in future dying at Peking, 
will have to be buried in the Russian Cemetery in that city. 
It is true they will reposo in consecrated ground, aud receive 
a Christian burial ; but as there is a difference between the 
religions of Russia and England, it would perhaps be more in 
accordance with the feclings of the survivors if the deceased 
British subjects were interred in a cemetery of their own 
Church. 

In my last letter I mentioned that General Ignatieff had re- 
ceived the insignia of the Stanislaus Order, I have now to 
report that this officer and diplomatist has been decorated with 
another order, viz, the Second Class Grand Cross of the Im- 
perial Order of St. Vladimir, accompanied by a most flattering 
autograph letter from the Czar, expressing his grateful appre- 
ciation of the Generai’s negotiation and successful conclusion 
of the treaty with China, 

Prince Orloff, another military diplomatist (who, it will be 
remembered, represented Russia and signed the Treaty of 
Peace in 1856 at Paris, for which he was raised to the dignity 
of Prince), has been permitted, on account of his age aud in- 
firmitics, to retire from the many offices of trust he hitherto 
held, retaining only that of Aide-de-Camp General of the 
Emperor. He was President of the Council of the Empire, 
of the Cabinet of Ministers, of the Caucasian and Siberian 
Departments, and, finally, of the Central Committee for the 
Abolition of the Serfs. He was also full General of Cavalry. 
He is succeeded as President of the Council of the Empire by 
Count Bladoft.

Reports have been flying about in all directions this last 
week concerning Ministerial changes, a split in the Cabinet, 
resignations, &c. Ihave reason to believe that there is cer- 
tainly some foundation for these rumonrs, though, perhaps, 
they may be exa; ed. If any Ministerial resignation takes 
place shortly it will in all probability be that of General de 
Casembroot, the Minister of War, whose opinion on various 

important questions is known to be at variance with those of 

| his colleagues. It is even stated in well-informed circ'es that, 
in order to enable the General to resign his present ofiice with 
greater facility, negotiations have been eutered into for the 
purpose of offering him the importaut post of Governor- 
General of Netherlands India, by which the Portfolio fur the 
War Department would necessarily become vacant. Should, 
however, such a change take place, it would be personally very 
reeable to the King, with whom the General is a great 
favourite of long standing. 

Though the thaw set in bere about the same time as iv 
England, it has not tended much to mitigate the great distress 
occasioned by the giving way of the dykes, On the contrary, 
in many districts it has had the cffect of giving free cutrance 
to a larger body of water, as during the frost the ice in many 
cases formed a sort of natural dam, which is itself now con- 
verted into a fluid. Now that the ice in the Rhine is set in 
motion, the Waal and the Maas are greatly swollen, and have 
risen much above their standard depth of water. Government 
engineers are actively engaged everywhere in repairing the 
dykes and taking proinpt. measures for draining the inundated 
tracts, which, however, is a work of time, from the flatness of 
the surface peculiar to this country. There are still at least 
twenty thousand hectares of land now under water ; several 
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towns and twenty-one villages are abandoned and uninhabitable; 
and twenty-two thousand families ruined. On the other hand, 
it is the pleasant duty of your correspondent to record that 
the charitable contributions of the richer classes amount to 
large sums, and still continue to flow in freely, not only in this 
kingdom, but from other countries where subscriptions have 
Been received and committees organised by the respective 
Dutch ambassadors and consuls with great success. 

By Royal decree, No. 69, the King has ordered the paddle- 
wheel steam sloop Amsterdam, lying at Willemsoord, to be put 
in commission for active service on the East India Station, and 
given the command to Captain-Lieutenant J. P.G. Muller, with 
Lieutenant H. E. Bunnik, R.N,, as First Lieutenant. 

In the new budget for the Colonial Department the pension 
of Mr. G.L. Band, late director of cultures in Java, has been 
raised from 6,000 to 7,300 florins, and that of Mr. P. Meyer, 
member of the Council of Netherlands India, to 10,000 florins. 

‘The Government draft of a new Stamp Act has been printed 
or distribution to the members of the States-general. The 

clauses affecting mercantile operations impose a stamp of value 
—varying from five to twenty-five cents, according to the 
amount they represent—on bills of exchange, promissory notes, 
orders for payment of moneys, letters of credit, bank bills and 
-other papers representing capital, as well the originals as the 
-duplicates or copies of the same, 

In my last letter I mentioned that a circular had been sent 
to the corporals of home regiments, inviting them to volunteer 
for service in the East Indies under very favourable conditions. 
I have now to report that a similar appeal is made to the ser- 
‘Beants and sergeants-major to exchange into colonial regiments 
for six years’ service, with a bounty of 159 florins. In addi- 
tion to this, a certain number of sergeants-major, who have 
served for at least two years in that capacity, and who volun- 
teer for service in India, are to be promoted to the rank of sub- 
licatenant, if able to pass the required examination for officers. 
Up to the present time sixteen such have already made appli- 
cation, creditably passed, and are consequently promoted. ‘The 
number of soldiers to be sent out to India this year, to fill up 
the vacancies by death, disease, and enemies, has been fixed by 
Royal Decree at 1,500 men, 

The King has conferred the insignia of Knight of the Order of 
‘the Netherlands Lion on the following gentlemen connected with 
‘India :—Baron N. Gasneb Tengnagel, Capt. R.N. ; C. C. Mandt, 
health officer of the second class and head of the establishment 
‘at Plantoengang (Samarang) ; F. J. Beyer, overseer of the Go- 
‘Vernment Factory at Sourabaya ; C.F. W. Wiggers van Berchem, 
merchant at Batavia; J. M. Kuyp, Capt. B.N. and head of the 
Naval Arsenal at Sourabaya ; and J.C. Steinmetz, Licutenant- 
Colonel of Engineers, Indian army. 

His Majesty has granted his royal permission and license to 
the Dutch subjects, Mr. P, J. Kervel, Belgian Consul at Soura- 
baya, and Mr. G. L. Dorrepaal, Belgian Consul at Samarang, to 
accept and wear the decoration of the Order of Leopold, con- 
ferred on them respectively by H.M. the King of the Belgians. 

From official accounts received here from Java the crops in 
that island last year appear on the whole to be satisfactory. 
Thus, up to the end of September, the produce of coffee was 
1,060,040 piculs, against 847,781 at the same period of the 
previous year; of tea, 1,919,469 lbs, against 1,844,068 Ibs. ; 
pepper, 113,620 Ibs., against 44,870 lbs.; cochineal, 57,750 Ibs., 
against 48,048 Ibs.; and tobacco, 5,561,750 lbs. against 
4,334,134 Ibs, On the other hand, there was a slight falling 
off in sugar (1,204,185 piculs in 1860, against 1,283, 722 
piculs in 1859), cinnamon (222,283 Ibs. in 1860, against 
258,992 Ibs.), and indigo (901,207 Ibs, against 1,038,396 Ibs.).

SPECIAL ORDER IN COUNCIL FOR JAPAN, 
The following regulations have been announced in tho 
London Gaztle in connection with the order of January 23rd, 


1860 :— 

I. The seventh and eighth Articles of the said Order of the twenty. 
third day of January, A.D., one thousand eight hundred and sixty, shall 
be, and the same are hereby revoked and cancelled, save and except as 


| to all acts, matters, and things done under the seventh and eighth Arti- 


cles of the said Order, or either of them, or which may hereafter be 
done under the same, or cither of them, by her Majesty's Consul-Ge- 
neral, or by any consul, vice-consul or consular agent in Japan, or by 
any person duly anthorised to act as such, previously to the day next 


" succeeding the day on which this Order shall be received by the Consul- 
‘ General in Japan. 


11. And it is further ordered that any charge against a British sub- 
ject for abreach of any rules and regulations other than those relating 
to the observance of treaties be heard and determined by the Consul ; 
and in all cases in which the penalty shall not exceed two hundred 
dollars or one month's imprisonment, the Consul shall hear and deter- 
mine the charge summarily, without the aid of asscssors; but when the 
penalty attached to a breach of any rules and regulations other than those 
telating to the observance of treaties shall amount to more than two hun- 
dred dollars or to imprisonment for more than one month, it shall be obliga- 
tory upon the Consul, before he shall proceed to hear the charge, to sum- 
mon two British subjects of good repute, residing within his district, to sit 
with him as assessors, which assessors shall, however, have no authority to 





| decide on the innocence or guilt of the party accused, and on the amount 


of fine or imprisonment to be awarded to him; provided always, that 
in no case shall the penalty be attached to a breach of rules and regula- 
tions other than those for the observance of treaties, exceed five hun- 
dred dollars, or three months’ imprisonment; and provided further, that 
in the event of the said assessors, or either of them, dissenting from the 
conviction of the party accuted, or from the penalty of fine or imprison 
ment awarded to him by the Consul, the Consul shall take a note of such 
dissent, with the grounds thereof, and shall require good and sufficient 
security for the appearance of the party convicted at a future time, in 
order to undergo his sentence or receive his discharge; and the Consul 
shall, within twenty days report his decision, with all the particulars of 
the case, together with ihe dissent of the assessors, or either of them, and 
the grounds thereof. to her Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary and Consul-gencral in Japan, who 
shall have authority to confirm or vary, or reverse the decision 
of the Consul as to the said Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary and Consul-General may seem fit. Trovided always, that 
ifan appeal shall be entered against the decision of the Consul, no such 
report shall be made to her Majesty's Envoy-Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Consul-General on the ground of the dissent of the 
assessors, or either of them, but the appeal shall be prosecuted in the man- 
ner hereinafter ordered. 

III. And it is further ordered that in any question relating to the ob- 
servance of treaties or of rules and regulitions other than those for the 
observance of treaties, a report of any and every decision made by a 
subordinate Consular officer, with or without the aid of assessors, shall be 
sent in by such subordinate Consular officer to the Superior Consular 
officer of the district, and that on the receipt of such report the Superior 
Consular officer ofsuch district shall proceed without assessors to revise such 
decision as to him may seem fit, and such revision shall be for the purpose 
of the same recited Order, and of this Order the same effect as it the case 
had been originally heard and determined by such Superior Consular officer 
with or without the aid of assessors, provided alwaysthat in any case in which 
the assessors, or either of them, shall dissent from a decision of a subordinate 
Consular officer, such decision shall not be subject to revision by the superior 
Consular officer, but in the event of no appeal being entered, as aforesaid, 
shall be submitted to her Majesty's said Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Consular General for revision in the same manner as 
if such decision had been originally made by the superior Consular officer. 

IV. Provided always, and it is hereby further ordered, that her Majesty's 
sid Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary and. Consular 
General, shall at once at least in every year report to her Majesty's Princi- 
pal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs his decisions on all cuses heard, 
and heard by him under and by virtue of this order, together with the par- 
ticulars thereof. 

V. And it is further ordered that this Order shall be read and construed 
with and as a part of the said recited Order of the 23rd day of January in 
the year of our Lord, 1860, which,.save as by this Order, is otherwise pro- 
vided, is to remain and continue in full operation and effect in all 
lars. And the Right Honourable Lord John Russell, one of her Majesty s 
Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the necessary directions herein

An Admiralty order was yesterday received at Woolwich, directing her 
Majesty's paddlewheel steam vessel Medusa, formerly emplayedas a packet 
vessel in the Mediterranean, to be converted into a tug-vessel for the ser= 
vice of Government. The builers and machinery having been overhauled, 
are found to be in tolerable condition, ax well as the state of the ship gene- 
rally; the necessary repairs and alterations, according to the surveyors’ 
estimate, will consequently not exceed £2,000. 

We (Army and Navy Gazette) have had several questions put to us 
respecting the new Indian arrangements, consequent upon the reconstruc- 
tion of the European local army. We believe that the old regiments to 
be changed into regiments of the line will only alter their number, re- 
taining all their distinctions and peculiarities. ‘The Ist Bengal Fusiliers 
will thus be the 101st of the line; but they will, we understand, retain 
the designation of Fusiliers and the honourable inscriptions, from Plassey 
downwards, which attest over one hundred years’ of gallant service. The 
local Engineers will form part of the Royal Enginegrs, just in the same 
manner as the local Artiilery will be united with the Royal Artillery; but 
as regards the existing officers, two separate lists, for purposes of promo- 
tion, will be kept up, and promotions will take place in each list as vacan- 
cies’ arise in that particular list only. No officer of Royal or Indian 
Artillery will have his promotion retarded or accelerated by the change, 
except ‘in the first instance ; when, owing to the increased number of 
field officers to be borne on the establishtnent of the Royal Orduance 
Corps, sume steps upward will take place in the Indian branch of the 
service. Several officers appear to be naturally anxious respecting the 
qualifications for the new Stat! Corps. As regards the educational quali- 
fientions, they are not, we believe, yet scitled ; but the qualification in the 
service is, that the candidate shall belong to a regiment in India, shall 
have spent three years in the army, of which two must have been in 
Indiz, We understand that the warrants settling these changes will 
shortly be made public in au official stape. 

A detachment of the 2nd battalion Ist (the Royal) Regiment left Chat- 
ham for Cork, to join the depot companies at Rirr. Detachinents of the 
Ist Battalion 5th Fusiliers, Ist Battalion Gth, 37th, and Sith Regiments, 
also left Chatham to join the depot battalion at Colchester, and a detach~ 
ment of the Ist Batialion 2nd Queen’s proceeded to join the 6th depot 
battalion at Walmer.

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RETURN OF THE JAPANESE AMBASSADORS TO 
YEDO. 














‘Tue Japanese Ambassadors have made their tour of the 
world and returned safe to their fatherland. Travelling is 
universally acknowledged to have an effect in purging the mind 
of its narrowness and foolish prejudices, and we are much mis- 
taken, if this circumuavigation of the civilised world by the 
Japarese Envoys has not had some such effect on their minds. 
Our American brethren have had them all to themselves, and 
therefore we must expect, whenever the facts come to light, that 
their peculiar institutions have had an undue influence on the 
Eastern mind. But we cannot agree with a correspondent of 
tho Hong Kong Daily Press, that “ nothing more will be heard 
“of the men and their mission.” We very much mistake the 
practical character of the Japanese, if, in spite of their usual 
exclusiveness, they do not make a good deal out of this expedi- 
tion to the Far West. ‘The Japanese are endowed with a very 
large proportion of common sense and practical wisdom ; 
they know how to adapt Chinese art and science to 
their own purposes; and when they sce the superiority 
of European art they will not fail to assimilate what- 
ever they can, and appreciate the rest. Had the Ambas- 
sadors visited Europo they would have had a longer story 
to tell, and they would have scen the parent of all that Western 
civilisation, and what is most important, they would have had 
their wits engaged by the labour of comparing the various phases 
of foreign life and manners, by which process alone they can 
arrive at perfectly correct ideas. When we hcur of diaries kept, 
and notes taken in their general intercourse with foreigners, we 
cannot suppose that their jottings of the American world will go 
for nothing. We must remember that neither the Chinese nor 
the Japanese publish gazettes of the receptions given to returned 
statesmen, although, without a doubt, as they went away by 
Imperial command, they were received with Imperial favour on 
their return, We shall expect a good deal to result from this 
Japanese embassy to America, and if we properly urge the sub- 
ject on the attention of the authoritics at Yedo, we shall soon 
see an Ambassador in England. 

The visit of the Siamese Ambassador has done much to en- 
lighten Siam in European government and manners, and it is 
only reasonable to expect that a like visit by the shrewd Japan- 
ese will convince them of the importance of keeping on good 
terms with us, It is true that the Japanese mind is very like 
the Chinese in that they have a reverence for antiquity and a 
dislike to innovation. Since the time of old Kempfer, the 
faithful chronicler of Japan, few apparent changes have been 
made, and his book often describes accurately the state of 
things which exists there now, as it did more than two centu- 
ries ago. The Japanese know, too, from their long intercourse 
with the Dutch, what the condition of Europe is in respect of 
science and government; they are an inquiring people, and 
are fond of learning the true state of the case, They are 





rising fast to their proper position ; the Western Ocean men 
are too strong for them, and they intend to rise with the times. 
It was one of the wise maxims of Confucius, to adapt onesself 
to the circumstances of one’s position ; he followed that rule,. 
and was wise in his generation. The Chinese admirers of the: 
sage seemed to have overlooked this, and having once fixed the: 
course they were to pursue, they ran on, unheeding the dan-. 
gerous effect which a collision might produce. The same test- 
book is in use in Japan, the same earnest words are studied by 
the young Ziterati there, but, as it sccms, with widely different. 
result ; and one of the causes of this is, that the practical 
islanders drink in the meaning, while their neighbours on the 
Continent rest satisfied with the form and the words alone of’ 
their great philosopher. Thero is more mental activity and. 
intellectual Jife in Japan than in China ; and when the hour 
comes the men will not be wanting to adopt any European im 

provement, or to adapt Western art to the wants of their: 
countrymen. 


The correspondent of the Vew York Herald gives the followt 
ing account of the arrival at Yedo. It will be observed tha- 
no allusion is made to the coolness of the reception which is 
mentioned in the Hong Kong papers :— 


“T send by thé first opportunity the announcement of the safe arrival: 
of the Japanese Embassy at this port, one hundred and thirty-three days 
from New York. ‘The entire parly have enjoyed the most perfect health, 
and have returned in a most presentable condition. For slmost the only 
time since their departure from our shores, when they came in sight of 
jamma, the ‘ Blessed Mountain,’ their countenances displayed some- 
thing avalogous to wonder and satisfaction ; and, indeed, it was a joyous 
sight, even to the mariner whose ties of kindred and affection were in 
other and distant lands, The immense bay was studded with myriads of 
sails, whose white canvas glittered in the sunbeams, and whose graceful. 
forms skiramed the waters as if instinct with life. Modern marine archi- 
tecture can boast no greater triumph than these beautiful boats. For 
miles under slow steam we proceeded up the bay, the shore developing 
new and picturesyue scenes ai we advanced, until suddenly we opened the 
immense and wonderful city, which he that has not seen has not seen a 
wonder at least equal to the renowned and fair city of Seville. Our 
anchorage is seven miles distant from the shore, a very material objection 
either to safe or frequent visits, as the weather is very cold and the winds- 
are very fresh. 

“ On the 10th the Ambassadors and the whole septuagint—kamis, no- 
kamis, cooks and porters—were landed in their own boats, the yards were 
manned, the howitzers were fired, and the band playing in the best style 
of Herr Rimbach, the leader, our own American ait, ‘Home, Sweet 
Home,’ and thus ended the last act in this eventful drama. In the evening 
many presents were sent aboard, consisting of cosa de comen y beber, 
among which predominated the favourite tipple of the facetious and jovial 
Falstaff, and here called sakee. Those who have visited the shore to-day 
all agree in the vastness of the city, and describe it as built on lofty hills, 
ascended by many steps and traversed by noble rivers, spanned by elegant 
bridges. The style of architecture is not imposing; the palatial residences 
are surrounded by high walls, enclosing vast areas of highly cultivated 
gardens, fish ponds and ornamental trees. 

“ The residence of our able and excellent Minister, Mr. Harris, is one 
of the ancient temples, which he has made quite comfortable by the addi~ 
tion of many American notions. For the officers of this ship a temple 
has been prepared. Horses, norimons and guides have also been placed 
at their disposal, and thus far there has been evinced a disposition to reci- 
procate the civilities extended to the Japanese Ambassadors while on their 
visit to the United States. . 
=A Prussion fleet is now at anchor in the Bay of Jeddo, havin; 
aboard a Minister charged with the negotiation of a treaty of amity ‘nd 
commerce. ‘Thus far but little progress has been made, the Japancse 
caring but little to extend the circle of their commercial acquaintances. 
It is presumed, however, that they will a,ain become the victims of 
necessity.”

and how much more laudable is it when exhibited, not by an 
individual, but by a great nation. Such instances are so rare 
that the world is scarce likely to credit the fact that France is 
now exerting itself to spread religion and piety by treaty. Let 
none be so misguided after this as to suppose that the French 
are not a religious people. True, they do not in their own 
persons exhibit many of the “fruits of piety ;” perhaps they 
think that it need not, like charity, “ begin at home ”—at any 
rate, they are carrying it abroad. England and America may after 
this blush at their puny efforts to evangelise China. They do 
it by means of associations, or the work is left to individuals ; 
while France—that eminently pious nation—stipulates in her 
treaties for places of worship according to her-own creed. Be- 
sides, she does this so modestly, with such grace, with such 
purity of motives, that we find even our English army chap- 
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lains are enchanted at the spectacle. She only asks for the 
site of Governor Yeh’s Palace, in the new part of Canton, for 
‘8 few paltry acres on which to build a cathedral; and, in order 
to ensure the perpetuity of the grant, it is ceded to the French, 
who have placarded it as “Terrain Frangais” Of course 
none but the most illuatured would be the least likely to notice 
either that the French have, by this means, accidentally appro- 
priated some of the most valuable land in the city, or that 
somewhat less than half-a-dozen acres would suffice to build a 
cathedral upon. 

Unfortuuately, however even the best of motives may be 
misconstrued : and the French Romanists had certainly in their 
zeal laid themselves somewhat open to susp'cion. With the 
annexation of Savoy and Nice still fresh in the remembrance 
of the world, the notion got abrond that “ La logique inexorable 
des faits,” which justified the spoliation of Italy, was quite as 
good a pretext for the appropriation by the French of a most 
valuable little slice of territory, under the cloak of Propagand- 
ism, And now, from a most unexpected quarter, there steps 
upon the scene a champion, armed for the fray. One of the 
chaplains of the British forces at Canton—the Rev. Mr. 
Crowther—writes to the editor of the Hong Kong Daily Press 
to enlighten the public in general upon “the much talked of, 
“and little understood, subject of the partial compensation 
“made to the Catholics of Canton for the destruction of the 
“religious edifices which formerly existed in that city.” A 
little further on he becomes more explicit, and informs us that. 
“there were nine churches in Canton, built, for the most part, 
“by Louis XIV. All these, together with twenty-six other 
“churches in the neighbourhood, were destroyed in the crucl 
“ persecution which raged in 1732.” 

We pause for a moment to congratulate the reverend gentle- 
men, and the French Roman Catholics generally, on the in- 
genuity of this plea. Because some Romanists were persecuted 
in 1732, the French are to receive a piece of valuable land in 
1860. We fail to perceive the logic of the answer. We imagine 
as strong a claim might be made by the French to 
any part of England. Wo know that at the time of the 
Reformation, when the Church of Rome lost the great 
bulk of the people of England, it lost its endowments 
withthem. Why should not France claim compensation for this, 
and gently request us to give up St. James or Hyde Park; 
which might be enclosed and marked out by notice-boards as 
“Terrain Frangais” by way of “partial compensation” to tha 
Roman Catholics? Such a defenceas this renders us suspi- 
cious. An act that needs so poora piece of sophistry to excuse 
it cannot be one of pure philanthropy. It is, in truth, as impu- 
dent a piece of aggression as even France has of late perpetrated. 
The mode, too, in which it has been effected renders it all the 
more discreditable. Spoliation and oppression are never so de- 
testable as when carricd on under a pharisaical pretence of care 
for the interests of religion. On reading alittle more of the 
letter already quoted, we find it unblushingly asserted that “this 
“ground has uot been granted to the French or for French pur- 
“poses. The present Bishop of Canton happens to be a 
“Frenchman, but the next may belong to auother nation, &c.” 
We hope his holiness or the French Emperor will perceive the 
hint contained in these last words. The Bishop of Canton is 
not of necessity a Frenchman. Why may not the next one be 
a British subject ? and then, who so fitting as the champion of 
the Franco-Papal aggressions in Canton? But while wo admire 
the dexterity with which the rev, chaplain throws in a word or 
two for himself, we cannot accept his argument. In our last 
paragraph we were’so'unfortunate as to be compelled to quarrel 
with his logic. This time we demur to his assertions. He can 
hardly expect to persuade us that the French have nothing to 
do with the land which they have placarded as their own. He 
forgets thatit is not marked “Terrain Ecclesiastical,” and he 
takes it for granted that others will forget it too. We udvise 
Mr. Crowther to ascertain the truth of the next assertion he may 
hazard, or if he have avy very great partiality for incorrectness 
—we do uot say falsehood—to make sure that the reputation 
is not quite so obvious. 

The rest of the letter consists of a somewhat uncalled for 
laudation of the Jesuit missionaries in China; and winds up, 
apropos of uothing in particular, with a quotation from Horace’s 
Ars Poetica. This, perhaps, is thrown in by way of showing 
that the rev. chaplain is well qualified to succeed to the Sce of 
Canton, as far as learning may be arequisite in a Roman Catholic 
Bishop. Weare very sorry not to be able toleave alt the discredit 
of this piece of spoliation to rest upon Mr. Crowther and his co- 





religionists. If we could do so we would willingly gratify his 
taste though we think it somewhat peculiar. But the facts 
are not to be put aside. It is clear that the act is due to 
French aggression, and that religion ig but the decent pretext 
which fails to cover a foul proceeding, Had it been a question 
merely of a gift from the Chinesc to a particular sect, we should 
have thought it hardly worth while to notice the affair, what- 
ever our opinion on the subject might be. As itis, the case 
wears a very different aspect; and while it presents us with the 
spectacle of a British Army Chaplain so deluded by the spirit 
of religious bigotry as to come forward to defend oppression 
and wrong, it appears tous to call for an energetic expression 
of indignation both from the press and the public in general. , 





PROGRESS OF THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 


Tux rebels in China are still progressing. By the last mail 
we have a very fair and well-written account of a visit to them 
by the Rev. Griffith John. Some of the evidence which he 
adduces certainly tells in their favour, but if we could judge 
the whole movement by a few of the individuals, we should be 
under the necessity of either claiming too much for them, or 
too little. We might either hold them up as Christian patriots 
—or, when we judge them by their lowest adbereuts—denounce 
them as murderers and thieves. ‘This cannot, however, be the 
proper course to take. We must look at the insurgent doings 
as a whole; we must judge of their various practices as they 
stand patent to our view. We havo nothing to do with their 
intentions, but only with their plainly spoken words—that is, 
their published edicts, and their positive and official acts, These 
tell a tale which none can gainsay. Still we shall rejoice if tho 
rebel character can be cleared, and if they can be made to un 
derstand and hold the Bible, for then we may hope for a 
beneficial change in their policy; but at present it looks very 
like a war of extermination, and not of peaceable intentions, 

Under the head of “Correspondence” we published in our 
last issue a letter from Mr. Scarth, which partakes of the 
nature of a critique upon an article which appeared in this 
journal on the 12th January. The subject upon which we 
‘appear to be at issue with him is the character of the rebels 
in China. We have brought our charges against them, and he 
complains that we have neglected to give proper weight to the 
good points of their character. Without quarreling with Mr. 
Scarth on minor points, we would ask him what possible ad- 
vantage he or the rebels can gain by telling us all the amiable 
qualities they possess, or all the Christian doctrines they pro- 
fess, after we have learnt all the abominable practices they sanc- 
tion, and the blasphemous creed they promulgate. The facts 
of their history address themselves to two classes of individuals 
—to the politician, and to the theologian or the Christian. 
The one looks for good government as the end of a good revo- 
lution, and the other looks for a pure creed in place of a cor- 
rupt onc. Do we find these things among the rebels? Have 
they established a beneficial regime? Have they not 
sacked the places into which they came, and appropriated the 
goods of the inhabitants, and killed the owners without 
mercy? And when the'r treasure was spent, have they not 
advanced on new expeditions with the same end in view? So 
much for the general phase of their plans and projects, to 
which we have added the opinion of an eminent diplomatist— 
Lord Elgin—who, although he received statements from his in- 
terpreters, did not necessarily form his judgment even after 
the model of theirs. We have not the slightest intention of 
entering into the private virtucs of the rebels, or of asking 
what they intend to do ultimately, or at some future 
time, in the way of Government, properly so called, 
Possibly the King of Naples is a respectable and worthy person 
in his private relations, and intended some day or other to shut 
up his prisons and lay aside his thumb-screws, but we fear that 
general opinion and common sense say be had better retire. 

If the rebels are thieves aud murderers, they are rightly 
called ¢#ih (which means banditti), and after having sufficient 
evidence, which we believe we have, of their answering to this 
description, there must be an end to further argument on 
the minor points of their morals or intentions. In fact, 
it would be farcical to enter upon the subject. When 
we come to the theological side of the question, we have to con- 
sider, not whether they say and believe many truths found in 
our sacred Scriptures, but whether they hold the fundamental 
truth of Scripture in its entirety and purity. We think not ; 
for when they divide the honours due unto Jesus Christ only 
with Him and their deceased leaders, and speak of commissions 
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from Heaven to exterminate, we imagine they are preaching con- 
trary to the Scripture, which saith, “ My honour willI not give to 
“another;” andanother which saith, “I camenot todestroy men’s 
“lives, but tosave them.” And to strengthen our position we have 
the dictum of St. Paul, “ Though we, or an angel from Heaven 
“(witness Hung-sin-tsinen, the rebel chief) preach any other 
“gospel unto you than that which we have preached unto you, 
“Jet him be accursed.” We are, perhaps, very uncharitable, 
but we cannot help feeling great want of confidence in a move- 
ment which bas heretofore wrought so little good and worked 
80 much harm. We cannot be said to have given the Bible to 
the rebels; a copy somehow fell into their hands, and they have 
adapted it to their military projects, and we doubt not in the 
first instance with sincerity; but when attempts have been 
made to enlighten them on its doctrines, they were either ut- 
terly unconcerned or too pre-occupied with their own views to 
give heed to instruction. Mr. Scarth’s prepossessions in favour 
of the insurgents lead him, we fear, into wrong conclusions. He 
seoms to think that because we find fault with the rebels we 
mean to praise the Imperialists ; this is by no means the case ; 
we consider the Imperialist army not a whit better than the 
insurgent forces. They are both of the locust species, for they 
eat up the fruits of the land wherever they appear. The 
question now is, whether we can in any way aid the enemies 
of our covenanted friends. As soon, indced, as they show 
themselves capable of forming a Governmeut, and of establish- 
ing themselves for peaceful pursuits, and present themselves, 
de facto, as 4 separate Power, whether they be recognised as 
such by the Imperial Government or not—we can treat with 
them, and not until then. As long as they are floating about 
without any established order ‘aud rule, and devastating the 
country like a scourge, we cannot look upon them as deliverers 
of an oppressed people, and cannot hope to see them resuscitate 
the old Ming dynasty, which bas been two hundred years 
defunct. 








CHINESE EMIGRATION. 

Tnx prospects of a widely extended amount of emigra- 
tion from{ China open out a field of enterprise calculated 
to benefit many countries aud classes. Foremost in the 
scale the Chinese Empire will primarily benefit by thin- 
ning out its dense ill-fed and ill-paid population, Se- 
condly, the people themselves who leave China will have 
opened up to them a better field for industry, with a chance 
of saving money, while they are at the same time well cared 
for and fed. Thirdly, the colonies and countries at pro- 
sent deficient in labour, will have opportunities afforded them 
of developing their industrial resources which have hitherto 
been retarded by this want oflabour. Aud, lastly, the shipowners 
will benefit by the freights thus afforded for many a vessel 
which has hitherto been kept idle or worked at a loss. There 
@re so many countries ready to receive Chinese, and which 
afford suitable fields for their introduction, that ere long we 
may expect to sec the Cclestials much more generally spread 
over the globe. The isolation in which they had long kept 
themselves has now been broken down. The coolie trade has 
been legalised ; women are periitted and encouraged to leave 
with the men, and there is no longer that dread of sca voyages 
which long prevailed. ‘The wealth acquired byChinese as miners 
or traders in Australia and California has led others of their 
nation to follow theirfootsteps. The tyrannical crusade attempted 
against their introduction into Australia has dropped, and even 
the Americans in California are more tolerant to them, Whether 
it be in railroad work, mining, as herds and shepherds, in the 
culture of tropical products, or in a hundred other employ- 
ments, there is ample room for them in South Africa aud Aus- 
tralia, in the West Indies, in Brazil, and other parts of South 
America, and in British Columbia. In Cuba, Demerara, Jamaica, 
and Trinidad, they are sure to give satisfaction. We look 
forward especially to the bencfits that may be derived from 
their employment in cotton cultivation in Queen’s Land, Natal, 
and British Guiana, For this light occupation they are espe- 
cially adapted, and their labour thus applied would bring in 
most profitable returns. 





‘THE ALLEGED WHOLESALE ADULTERATION OF TEA. 


The question of Adulteration in food, drinks, and drugs, has 
of late become a great bore. It has been dinned so re- 
Peatedly into the cars of the public by a fow parties having 
special and individual objects to serve, that the cry of “ wolf” 





has ceased to be regarded. A few scientific analysts and 
microscopists, anxious to obtain place and notoriety, have, by 
all kinds of exaggerated statements in self-constituted “com- 
missions,” before Parliamentary committees, and in works on 
adulterations, quite outstripped Accum's “Death in the Pot; 
insomuch that were but one-half of the allegations made true, 
the wonder would be that the bulk of our population survived 
the insidious attacks upon their health and longevity. Un- 
fortunately for the correctness of the statements of the adul- 
teration doctors, the returns of the Registrar Gencral com- 
pletely disprove this shortening of life, by either quick or 
slow poisoning. On the contrary. there has been a steady im- 
provement in the general health of the public, and the average 
term of life has been prolonged instead of shortened. 

Notwithstanding the various attempts to keep up an agita- 
tion on this question of Adultcration, despite tha Report of 
Mr. Scholeficld’s Parliamentary Committee, the recent Act in- 
troduced, and the firful attempts to astound the public by 
extraordinary statements of fraud and falsification, the subject 
had almost died out, when the public has again becn startled 
out of its peaceful contentment by wholesale denunciations of 
alleged adulterations in rea, and made, on this occasion, through 
achanuel calculated todo more mischief to trade interests than 
the usual mediums of publicity. 

At the ordinary evening meeting of the Society of Arts on 
the 23rd ult, Mr. Leonard Wray, a gentleman of literary repu- 
tation and great colonial experience, read a very interesting 
paper oa “Tea and its production in various countries,” going 
into the history of its cultivation, manufacture, consumption, 
&e, and suggesting the policy of extending the culture more 
geverally over India aud other parts of the world. This would 
have gone off very satisfactorily had not Mr. Wiay been im- 
politic enough to start with a wholesale denunciation passed 
against tea-dealers and Chinese merchants, and that not from 
any personal knowledgo of the matter, but from the isolated 
opinion given him by Mr. Wim. Green, a gentleman engaged in 
Mr. George Moffatt’s house. As the subject has attracted » 
large share of attention in the trade and among the general 
public, we think it right to give the charge and refutation more 
in detail than we should otherwise have done. Mr. Wray’s 
paper (delivered, be it remembered, before a large mecting of 
an influential socicty, and given very extended circulation to im 
the columns of their weekly Journal) commenced with the 
following preliminary allegation :— 

“ When we consider the quantity of tea consumed in the British do- 
minions, and the money value which that quantity represents, we must be 
struck with the great commercial importance this article has attained. Yet 
Tbelieve it is universally admitted that of late years, as the supply has 
gone on increasing, so has the quality continued to fall off, until we can at 
present put but small faith in the purity of nine-tenths of the tea sold in 
this country! Our millions demand an ever increasing geaiity of cheap 
tea; and accordingly wn article is made up and sold to them, at an appa~ 
rently low price. But what do the buyers actnally obtain for their money? 
It is the semblance of tea, but not the reality; its shadow, but not its 
substance. ‘The adulteration of tea is on so monstrous a scale, and the 
result is s0 eminently injurious to the lealth of our people, that it be 
comes an absolute duty to the public, not only that these fraudulent 
practices should be thoroughly understood, but that vigorous measures 
should be instituted with a view to remedy this great and crying evil.” 

But this was not all, for he subsequently returned to the 
charge more in detail, in the following words :— 

“I should be much pleased if I cou'd say that the tea consumed in this 
country is pure and unadulterated; unhappily, I aim compelled to present 
to your view a picture the very reverse of this. 

“ From time immemorial, the Chinese have been in the habit, more or 
ess, of adulterating their teas, but, until a very recent period, those teas were 
consumed at home, and never soll to Europeans. ‘They, however, ob- 
served that the European dealers residing in Chinese ports pract sed this 
little ‘art and mystery * themselves, upon almost all the teas they bought, 
previous to shipping them, Now ¢Jobu Chinaman,'who is an observing 
and highly imitable animal, seeing this interesting and lucrative business 
transacted so extensively under his very nore, and that, too, from month to 
month, and year to year, began to take counsel with himself, and speedily 
arrived at the conclusion that he was a great fool for surrendering this very 
pretty ‘pigeon’ to such bungling * foreign devils.’ 

“ Weshall be in a position to appreciate the zeal with which our celes- 
tial friends set about remedying this poaching upon their own domain, 
when we find that, in 1859, the tea purchased by dealers in China, 
seven-eivhths was adulterated. The fact is, ‘John Chinaman’ had *im~ 
proved the occasion,’ and entirely taken this little ‘pigeon’ out of the 
European trader's hands, by selling him teas largely adulterated it is true, 
but certainly most artistically got up. It mattered not whether the teas 
were purchased in Canton or in the northern ports, the beautiful ingenuity 
of the Chinaman was as apparent in the one as in the other, and our cir- 
cumvented traders groaned aloud, \ hat was to be done? No 
one could tell, so they called a ‘meeting’ to consider the subject, 
and, on the 18th of April last, they met and compared notes. 
‘The immense quantities of ‘lie’ tea prepared for admixture by 
the Chinese, were mentioned ; the cargoes of unsound leaf brought from 
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Japan, to be ‘doctored’ and mixed with other tea, were enumerated ; 
and an interesting account was given of three plants, the leaves of which 
are largely employed in adulterating teas. Those are, Gynwra auriculata, 
a drug which is stimulant and slightly acrid, Ardisia Crispa, and @ com- 
mon mint. The meeting came to the doleful and indignant conclusion 
that seven-eighths of the tea they purchased was grievously adulterated, 
and that ‘ John Chinaman’ was a great rogue. . 

“But in good truth this is no joke, especially when we consider that 
these seventy-six millions of lbs, (seven-eights of which is adulterated), 
has yet to pass through the hands of our own manipulating dealers. What 
it undergoes during this perilous ordeal we can only guess at, although the 
reports of the exci icers, and the cases in the several magistrates’ 
courts, give us a faint idea of the nefarious ises resorted to. It was 
but a week or two ago that upwards of 2,000 Ibs. weight of pure English 
lie’ tea was seized by the officers, who admiringly pronounced it to be 
«splendidly got up, and calculated to deceive the eye of anyone.’ When 
this ‘ manulactory ’ was entered by the officers, its enterprising proprietors 
were doing extensive business in supplying their home-made ‘article’ to 
the trade. “ Now, what with the ‘lie’ tea of China and the ‘lie’ tea of 
England, many begin to regard the tea of our shops as being a huge ‘lie * 
altogether. For myself, I cling to the comforting assurance that the Chi- 
nese do sell us one-eighth (of the whole quantity), or 9} million Ibs. 
unadulterated, and I try to believe that this {s not tampered with in any 
way, but comes to us pure and wholesome. Those who deal with tea 
merchants of high character will have no difficulty in joining me in this 
belief. Who is it, then, that suffers from these double frauds? It is the 
million, And the lower the class, the greater are the impositions we see 
practised upon them ; until we cannot but repeat that exclamation which, 
in very bitterness of spirit, a good and tender-hearted man gave vent to, 
* God help the poor 

In the discussion which arose after the rending of the paper, 





Mr. H. C. White believed the statement, “that seven-eighths | 


of the tea brought into England was adulterated ” to bea great 
exaggeration. Large quautities of tea passed through his 
hands occasionally, and he could state, as the result of an ex- 
tensive practical experience, that adulterated tea was the 
exception, and not the rule. Mr. Wray had commisscrated 
the poor, who, he said, drank the worst descriptions of tea; but 
the poor were the best judges of tea, and in the poorest ncigh- 
bourhoods good tea could be obtained if a proper price were 
paid for it, and with very little, if any, adulteration. There is 
a great tendency in the present day to exaggerate these matters, 
and to find out cases of adulteration, to which a high colouring 
is given. The general experience of the trade proves, how- 
ever, that spurious tea is the exception, and when met with it 
is cast aside as being almost worthless, 

Mr. W. G. Reynolds, as a practical judge of the qualities of 
tea, also stated that he was in the habit of having between 
two hundred and three hundred samples in his hands daily, 
and he could emphatically assert that the great bulk of the tea 
imported into this country during the last ten years was un- 
adulterated. Adulteration had been tried ; spurious tea had 
been sent in, so well got up that ata little distance it would 
look like gunpowder, but when water was put upon it it was 
found to be “lie” made of dust sweepings with starch. 
‘That description of adulteration had, however, long ceased, 
because there was no market for such au article. 

Messrs. Moore, Brothers and Co, of 35, London Bridge, on 
the next day thus wrote to one of the daily journals: — 

“ Having yesterday given publicity in your columns to the very serious 
charge made by the lecturer before the members of the Society of Arts, 
and certain members of the tea trade then present, by the special invita- 
tion of the Eosiety: it is but fair and just to give equal publicity to the 
fact that our Mr. John Voce Moore, one of the visitors then present, re- 
spectfully requested from the lecturer his authority for so astounding, and, 
to the best-informed merchants in the trade, utterly incredible assertion. 
Respecting the lecturer's remark reflecting upon the character of the trade 
in this country, permit me to say that members of our family have been 
for the long period of more than fifty years engaged as principals in the 
tea trade, have lived in houses whose ‘sales exceeded one-seventh of the 
whole amount of tea imported, and we thus publicly assert that we have 
not only never known any adulteration to be practised, either by those 
houses or our own; but that we feel quite sure that no tea merchant of 
good position and fair repute in the City of London is capable, or would 
be guilty, of the offence. The reflection cast upou both Chinese and 
English merchants is far too important, proceeding from so respectable a 
source as the Society of Arts, to be passed over in silence.” 

At the following meeting a further opportunity was afforded 
of ventilating this subject, on the occasion of discussing a 
paper read by Mr. Scott, “On Food and its Adulterations.” 
Mr. Wray, who opened the discussion, was forced to confess 
that the minutes of the meeting of mercliants at Canton, 
which he had since referred to, did not bear out the ailega- 
tions which he had made; and he was obliged, therefore, to 
fall back upon the opinions he had received from Mr. W. 
Green, whom he brought up to substantiate his statements. 
That gentleman, too, in a letter to a morning paper on the 
28th ult., thus writes :— 

“ The initiated, as well as the general public, will permit me to say that 
the adulteration—for convenience—may be described as of two classes,the 
positively spurious and the sophisticated. The former is known in the 














trade as Tayshan Congou ; it also represents most of the pekoes, capers, 
‘and Canton greens. In their manufacture is employed exhausted leaf; 
also leaves from three other plants. These teas are mostly from Canton and 
ite locality, and their quality for the most part is execrable. ‘Those which 
T have denominated as ‘ sophisticated’ are from Foo-chow-Foo; and for 
purity they rank higher than the former. The adulteration has, however, 
gradually extended and inereased for the last five years. The new crop of 
this class has just arrived. It is nearly all refired and re-manipulated, hav- 
ing had large quantities of old and common leaf incorporated, though im- 
ported and sold as new and fine tea, &c., &c.” 

“« Mr. W. J. Bland (who followed next) wished sincerely that the same 
fuimess which characterised this Society was displayed aso by the mem- 
bers of the public press, who had chosen to insert the views of one side of 
the question, but utterly refused to publish the other side of the case. If 
an opportunity were afforded him, he was prepared entirely to disprove the 
statements which had gone before the public in the journal of this society. 
He would take upon himself to say, from the past history of the tea trade, 
that, so far fromseven-eighths of the tea which came over to this country being 
adulterated, not one eighth of our annual imports of that article was adulte- 
rated. As an old member of the society, he had in former years brought 
forward facts upon this subject in the presence of Mr. Twining. Mr. Gibbs, 
and other leading members of the tea trade; and now, looking to the 
statements put forth in this room at the last meeting, he asked that the 
gentlemen who had made those assertions as to the alleged amount of 
adulteration of tea should bring forward evidence in support of them. If, 
as was alleged at the last meeting, seven-eighths of the tea now in our 
bonded warehouses was adulterated in the manner described, let them 
bring samples here, and he would undertake th prove that it was not 
adulterated or sophisticated. He claimed that this should be done; be- 
cause the last speaker had urged upon the meeting to give an oppor- 
tunity for candid investigation into the question, and, as he had pre- 
viously stated, he was ready at any moment to come forward with proofs 
in support of what he had stated --and he would add that at no time within 
his own recollection were the public ever so safe upon the subject of tea as 
they were at the present time, for they now had teas of better character 
than was the case under the former regime of the East India Company. 
He unhesitatingly made these statements, and would be prepared to sub- 
stantiate them.” 

“Mr. Wm. Green stated that he had attended solely for the purpose of 
confirming the statements he bad made in print, as alluded to by Mr. 
Leonard Wray, upon the subject of the adulteration of tea, which had 
occupied a large share of his attention during the last five years. His ex- 

rience in one of the largest houses in the kingdom for twenty years bad 
Peon, that'scns were very largely adulterated; and he was prepared to 
stake his reputation upon the statement he made, that of the tea which 
had been imported into this country during the last three years, seven- 
eighths was adulterated. Startling as that statement was, he might, per- 
hups, add an explanation, which would, in some measure, qualify it. | Mr. 
Wray had correctly stated, he believed, the extent to which the tea was 
adulterated in putting it at seven-eighths, and that only one-eighth was 
absolutely pure. Out of the whole quantity one-eighth might be regarded 
as a spurious material altogether; that left three-fourths of the stock to be 
more or less adulterated or sophisticated. That three-fourths might be 
taken to be adulterated to an extent varying from 1 to 50 per cent. ; and 
if Mr. Bland (who might be looked upon as one of the fathers of the tea trade) 
could convince him that no adulteration took place, he should be happy 
to acknowledge himself mistaken. He felt it was impossible, whatever 
@ man’s knowledge of tea might be, to detect adulteration in it 
when carried to a comparatively small extent. He would say that of the 
entire crop of Foo-chow- Foo tea which had just arrived, he believed there 
were but few lots that were absolutely pure. He had obtained some lots 
of that tea, and he found that although it was only three months old, it 
had already deteriorated in commercial value t» the amount of Gd. per Ib. 
Then with regard to the black tea of Congou, the orange pekoe, and 
other varieties, he believed the assertion that seven-eighths was adulterated 
was borye out by the facts. He believed the quantity of tea exported 
from this country amounted to about 10,000,000 lbs. annually, shipped 
principally to northern ports, and it was some consolation to know that the 
tea so exported consisted chiefly of the most inferior qualities. He had 
waited anxiously to hear some suggestion by which this confessedly great 
evil might be remedied or overcome; and it appeared to him that, as long 
as they carried on a war with China, as long as they exacted compensa- 
tion for such a war, and as long as they taxed the produce of that country 
at home, it was in vain to expect they could get a true and genuine article 
in tea. "He would urge upon those who were anxious to be delivered 
from this evil, that they should direct their attention to the obtaining of 
teas direct from the grounds where they were grown.” 

Other correspondence pro and con has appeared in different 
journals, and a writer in our own coluians takes up the sub 
ject in a bantering vein. We have, however, placed the matte 
fairly before our readers by a digest of the whole matter. ‘The 
extraordivary and startling statements made havo resolved 
themselves, after all, into the isolated opinion of one individual, 
The sifting of this matter thoroughly, and the prompt; denial 
given to the charges by highly respectable merchants and 
dealers, will, after all, be beneficial in disabusing the public of a 
false impressiou, which, on so large an article of consumption, 
becomes the more necessary. Like the story of the * Three 
Blick Créwvs,” the wholesale adulteration reduces itself, after all 
to infinitesimal proportions, 

Mr. W. J. Bland, in a Ictter in the Commercial Daily List, 
speaks out boidly and clearly upon this matter. 

“Tam ready (he says) to inform the inquirer, when, in any quantity, 
spurious tea was brought (this not from China at all), the largest bulk 
being 50,000 lbs. weight ; further, that this was twive withdrawn from 
sale through remonstranit opposition, and the continuation of its introduc~ 
tion from that date (1840-1) successfully checked ; and, like the first and 
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largest parcel, the few smaller quantities that have occasionally been brought 
since from Singapore have been invariably rejected by the trade, nota single 
peckage even being paid duty on for home consumption; such, too, being 
the fate of parcels of LIK tea, which are preparations of ‘dust and grit,’ 
formed into uhape with a glutinous solution of rice, to which the Chinese, 
in all candour, themselves apply the aforesaid descriptive soubriquet. I 
can adduce instances both of return to the port of shipment and of aban. 
donment for destruction. I stand forward fully qualified to defend and 
clear a grossly-calumniated and undeservedly-libelled trade, and I say at 
once (as I have at opportune times both to the Board of Trade and com- 
missions appointed by the House of Commons) that there is no article of 
dietary consumption 80 little tampered with or adulterated as tea, although 
‘Messrs. Wray and Co. shudder at the idea of ‘the perilous ordeal re- 
served for it at the hands of our own manipulating dealers.’ I am pre- 
pared to give instances of the partial and ineffective character of Excise 
machinery, and to show that the high character to which the purveyors of 
tea, as_a body, may justly lay claim, has been the result of the widely- 
prevailing undeviating correctness of their business arrangements and 
Practices.” 

That mixtures of various qualities are often made for sale 
by dealers at home to suit the taste and pockets of customers 
is very possible. The great evil in this, as in other articles of 
supply, is the competition mania, and the general desire for 
cheap goods on the part of the public. Mr. Wray himself 
pointed out that good teas are dear even in Chiua aud the 
Straits, in Russia, and elsewhere, when purchasers will have a 
superior article. The high priced teas are not only immea- 
surably the best, but actually the cheapest in use, for three 
teaspoonsful of the higher priced will make a stronger and 
finer infusion than four teaspoonsful of the lower priced. Very 
few of the large advertising tea dealers kecp 5s. tea ; their best 
is usually 4s. 4d. while they sell as low as 1s. 8d. tea, But the 
higher priced-good tea is still to be had in some of the small, 
unpretending, old-fashioned shops. 














LONDON BANKS CONNECTED WITH CHINA AND 
THE FAR EAST. 

Wirnovur money we know nothing can be accomplished, and 
it has become an axiom in the present day equally cogent that 
without a bank no place prospera, Even merchants of con- 

. Biderable pretersions cannot now do without them. It re- 
quires some general depository to which great and small may 
go and have their wants supplied, or be relieved of the custody 
of sums too valuable to be deposited in their own treasuries. 
Of course the smaller traders benefit most by such insti- 
tutions, as the “Big houses” have them in their 
power completely where no bank exists. “Big houses” 
in’ India and China laughed at the idea some twenty 
years} since of the establishment of Banks. Who is to 
support them they argued. We and two or three more 
houses do three-fourths of the trade of the port, and of course 
we don’t want their help. Where are they to get their busi- 
ness from? Onc or two efforts were made by the “ Big houses” 
in China to swamp the Oriental Bank—then the Bank of 
‘Western India—by buying to a large amount bills drawn on 
their Indian branches, aud on one oecasion they had to procure 
help from the Bank of Bombay. The far-famed “Merchant 
Princes of the East” have, however, lived to see in our day the 
fallacy of their arguments, and are now glad to participate in the 
magnificent profits of these Banks by becoming sharcholders 
and office bearers in them. A very practicable and sensible 
way of enduring what could not be cured, and some recompense 
probably for the withdrawal of the lion’s share of the trade of 
the various ports in India and China, which is now more evenly 
distributed over the various mercantile communitics. We re- 
member the time when it was considered almost ruinous for a 
small merchant to speak his mind against some oppression of the 
first-rates, but like the railroad and electric telegraph, 
the young and vigorous havo overcome all these obstacles, 
and now enjoy a fair share of the trade of the once monopo- 
lized trade of India and China. We would imprgss on the 
directors, managers, and others administering the TPosiness of 
these institutions, to bear in mind that they owe their success 
to the enterprize of the smaller houses, and the continuance 
of such, mainly depends on them. They should be studious, 
therefore, to afford every facility to this class, rather than 
blindly trust the bills of the larger houses, where oll the 
heavy losses are made. In fact, the mainspring of success is 
to be courteous in all cases, from the Chief manager down to 





the clerks, aff.rding the required facilities to promote legiti 
mate operations. ‘The Oriental, being the leading establish. 
ment, should be particularly cautious in this, lest it fall in 
public estimation; and from what we have heard, there is 
room for some improvement on this score. 


THE ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 

We now procced to notice this institution, as the first which 
transferred its head office from India to London. The other 
banks having branches in China and other parts of the Far 
East we shall notice in succeeding numbers. 


The Oriental Bank was first established at Bombay, under 
the title of The Bank of Western India, in the year 1842. In 
1843 abranch was opened at Calcutta. In 1845 branches 
were opened at Colombo, Kandy, and Galle, in Ceylon, and in 
the same year nt Hong Kong, and subsequently at Canton, 
Shanghai, and Singapore. In 1848 it was decided to alter 
the name from the Bank of Western India to that of the 
Oriental Bank Corporation, and to apply for acharter. After 
a tedions delay in consequence of the opposition of certain par- 
ties, principally, we believe, promoted by the East India Com- 
pany, which did not like any interference with the existing 
semi-official banks of Madras and Bengal, the charter was ob- 
tained in 1851, and the word “Corporation” then added to 
the new title of the establishment. 


In consequence of the great increase of business, especially in 
connection with exchange operations between India, China, and 
Australia, the directors were compelled to open an Australian 
agency at Melbourne in 1852, and possessing the ucccssary 
authority, agencies have since been opened at Syduey and in 
New Zealand. The capital was increased for that purpose by 
the issue of 3,600 shares, bearing a premium of 20 per cent., 
the £25 skare representing £30. The share capital at that 
period was £931,325. 


In 1858 the bank obtained a supplemental charter from the 
Government, modifying some of the rules relative to annual 
meetings, declaration of dividend, &c., and among other provi-” 
sions, permitting shares to be held in two or more names. 


The Oriental Bank has now fourteen branches or sub-agencies, 
viz. at the chief towns of the three Presidencies, Bombay, 
Madras, and Calcutta ; at Colombo, Kandy, and Galle, in Ceylon ; 
at Mauritius, Singapore, Hong Kong, and Shanghai ; in Austra- 
lia, at Melbourne and Sydney ; and at Auckland and Wellington, 
in New Zealand. 


Even as early as the middle of 1852, its £25 paid shares were 
selling at £14 premium, and in the following year went as high 
as £46, whereas, in subsequent years, they have seldom been sold 
below £40, and are now worth £48 to £49. There was only 
oue exception that we remember to the estimation in which its 
shares were held. During a panic in 1849-50, caused by dis- 
sensions between the English and Indian directors and share- 
holders, the shares of this institution were sold in China at par, 
and the parties who bought them at that price were considered 
very speculative. This epitome of its operations and branches 
shows at a glance the colossal proportions of the institution, and 
its great power to encircle the exchanges of the Eastern world 
and Australian settlements, This is at once the clue to its 
grest prosperity and large profits. 

The directors, cight in number, formerly received £2,400 re - 
muneration for their services, but this sum was increased in 
1859, at the general meeting, to £4,000. Mr. William Walter 
Cargill, who had been the chief manager of the bank from its 
origin in Bombay as the Bank or Western Inp1a, and to whose 
great ability and untiring zeal the Bank owes its present high 
standing, resigned in 1858, and was elected to a seat at the 
board of directors. In April, 1859, Mr. Cargill was succeeded in 
his duties of chief manager by Mr. Charles James Fife Stuart, 
who had served in all the India and China banks, and possessed 
a very accurate knowledge of all the affairs of the institution, 
There are now about 950 or 1,000 shareholders in this bank, 
the number of shares being 60,400. The offices of the cor- 
poration are at the South Sca House, Threadneedlc-strect, and 
it carries on its banking operations in London with the Bank of 
England and the Union Bank of London ; in Scotland, through 
the National and Commercial Banks; and in Ireland through 
the Provincial and National Banks, 


Tho following statement shows the progress that the banks 
has mado in the course of seven years, and if it progresses at 
the same rate, itjbids fair to be of Leviathan proportions :—

In the year 1852 there was a net profit made, after defraying 
all charges, of £99,056; a dividend of 10 per cent. and a bonus 
of 5 per cent. was therefore paid to the shareholders, and 
£8,000 carried to the ‘reserve fund, making the same 
£1 69,365, equal to 20 per cent. on the paid-up capital. The 
Corporation subsequently paid dividends mostly at the rate of 
about 12 per cent. per annum, but in 1859 at the rate of 17 
per cent., and in 1860 an interim dividend for the first half- 
year at tho rate of 14 per cent., and the reserve fund has also 
been increased to £262,000, while the present paid-up capital 
is £1,260,000, 








ADULTERATION OF TEA, 
(communtcateD.) 

The art of “puffing” has lately been carried to an extraordi- 
nary degree of perfection, but it is becoming a nuisance. We 
cannot go to a pantomime without being bored by patent bed- 
steads just as we are getting drowsy, or perhaps we are tan- 
talised by an allusion to “somebody's toilet vinegar” just when 
the smell of decayed orange peel oozes out of the pit. Our 
horses are frightened in the streets by some huge “gossamer 
hat” going gauntly past with the mystic numbers of 4s, 9d. on 
it in large figures. Our children are frighteved by wild looking 
men moving along in exaggerated straight-jackets, on the four 
sides of which we are invited to go and see the “ Thirsty 
Minstrels,” the “Flying For,” or “The Seven Ages of Woman.” 
We are asked all sort of impertinent questions by advertise- 
ments in the newspapers, “ Where shall we dine on Sunday ?” 
when we make it a rule never to dine out on that day ; and our 
attention is always being attracted by some startling avnounce- 
ment, the whole ending in some “puff.” We have heard of 
Sir John Bowring being made Governor of Hong Kong, 
Governor of the Isle of Man, or Commissioner to the Sand- 
wich Islands, and wonder what next; we sce his name at the 
head of a uewspaper paragraph and at once turn away for the 
fiftieth time upon finding that we are again told that he “never 
saw Chinamen stir their tea with a pitchfork,” or some equally 
absurd nonsense, all ending in “try our pure tea at one-and- 
nivepence-three farthings.” 

We thought that these advertising puffs had reached their 
climax when they began to make use of private names as public 
property, but an immense step in advance-has been made by a 
person who has had wit or impudence enough to get the Society 
of Arts to stand as the block for his advertisements. At any 
rate, such is one view which may be taken of alecture delivered 
before that Society on the 23rd January upon tea, We cannot 
exactly discover whether Mr. Leonard Wray, the lecturer, acted 
for “our pure tea at one-and-ninepence-three farthings,” or for 
some one who was interested in tea plantations in India or 





Assam, and was anxious to sell out at a good price. The drift 
of the lecture was to throw dirt into the Chinaman’s tea-pot 
and blacken the faces of the British merchants in China, apps- 
rently for no other reason than to show where the “ pure tea” 


——— — 
was procursble. We should have taken no notice of this palpable 
puff had it not been that the lecturer ventured to make some 
slanderous remarks upon those who export tea from China. 
The report of the lecture makes him state that seven-eighths of 
the tea exported from China was adulterated, and that it was 
the English who first practised this “art and mystery upon 
almost all the teas they bought previous to shipping them.” 
As it is well known that fully seven-eighths of the tea sent 


163,006 | from China is not even taken out of the packages in which they 


are brought from the tea districts or the native merchants’ hong, 
such an assertion is simply absurd, and the slightest attempt at 
inquiry or examination of the teas in the London warehouses 
would prove it to be false. The Society of Arts has now a 
duty Sto perform; it must call upon Mr. Wray to prove his 
statements and give his authority, or else make him confess that 
his lecture was merely meant as a very clever attempt to drag 
that learned Society before the public as a convenient post on 
which to hang the “ puff indirect.” .

The Medical Missionarg in China, Narrative of Ttwenty 
Years’ Experience, by Mr. Lockhart, F.RCS, F.RGS, 
Hurst and Blackett, London, “ 

The author, in his preface, goes on to apologies and 
arguments in favour of medical missions, which he con- 
siders, in China, at least, have fully answered the ob- 
ject intended. Mr. Lockhart seems to have been chiefly resi- 
dent at Shanghai, and his information respecting the work is, 
therefore, of interest. The information he furnishes os to the 
state of medical science in China is curious, and the inci- 
dental notices of diseases will be found useful, On the Opium 
question, Mr. Lockhart quotes largely from a statistical report 
which he drew up in conjunction with late Rev. Dr. Med- 
hurst, and which has already been published in the Parlia~ 
mentary Report on the Opium Trade,—but he furnishes no 
new facts. The chapters on trade products and manufac- 
tures are very interesting. We extract the following, with 
respect to the rude mode of making sheet lead for tinning 
tea-chests :— 

“ The plumber has a furnace on the floor, with an iron pot on the fire 
with melted lead and a small iron or brass ladle. He also has two ber | 
tiles, rather more than a foot square, which are covered with paper 
smooth and firm over one surhce. One of these tiles is placed on the 
floor, but raised about three or four inches, with the papered surface up- 
wards, The other tile is laid upon this, with its red surface down. - 
The man on the tiles, and, sitting on his heels, takes a ladleful of 
lead ; putting the toes of one foot to the ground, he dexterously lifts with 
his left hand the front edge of the upper tile, and pours the lead with a 
sweep between them; then raising his foot from the ground, the upper 
tile yields freely to his weight, and the melted lead is pressed between the 
papered surfaces, the surplus escaping at the edges, He immediately 
raises the tile, removes the sheet of lead, and 
His fellow workmen exa the sheets as they are thrown off. If, a8 
happens at times, they are lar, they are returned to the melting-pot. 
Tf they find therm in; good or hey rapidly cut them square by the aid 
of arule, and solder the small sheets together to serve as large ones. 
Paper is then pasted down on them, and they are ready to be used as 
lining for the chests. Sometimes the thin leaden chest is covered with 
paper after being made up; at other times the paste sheets are covered, 
and any imperfections attended to afterwards. 6 RT being inside, 
the lead chest does not affect the tea, which it woul were the lead 
and the tea placed in contact.”

Monetary and Commercial. 


The shares of the Labuan Coal Company have been dealt in 
at 24 to 22 prem. The new Indian Cotton Company is also in 
much public favour, and the application list for shares has just 
closed, andthe allotment will be proceeded with forthwith. 

Thenew Indian loan of £3,000,000 now setted at 984 to 99 
is required solely for railway purposes. The reduction of the 
Indian military expenditure in the year ending 30th April, 
1861, will be about £3,300,000; and unless there is any 
falling off in the revenue, or unlooked-for contingencies, the 
Indian revenue and expenditure for the ensuing year will 
balance. 

The cotton supply question occupies a large share of 
public attention, both here and elsewhere, and the demand for 
Chinese labour for its cultivation in various localities in the 
East and elsewhere promises to be extensive. 

A mecting of the Mediterranean Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany has been held, at which the directors stated what we 
have from time to time informed our readers in reference to 
telegraphic communication with Malta. Tie Ime from Otranto 
to Corfu, to form a duplicate with Malta, noticed in our issue of 
the 10th ult, is now laid; but until the affairs of Sici 
become more settled, no improvement can Le expected in the 
communication with Malta. The accounts show a balance 
against the Company of £2,874, including £00 expended on 
the Corfu cable, and consequently no dividend was declared. 

At tho meeting of the Consolidated Copper Mining Com- 
pany of Cobre, a dividend was declared of £2 per shares 
It was stated that the produce of ore in the five mouth. 
since the last report had gradually increased, the augmentation 
over the same period of last year having been 833 tons. In 
November, however, the yield had been equal only to the 
earlier months of the year, owing to accidents to a portion of 
the machinery. The ‘average of the ore has improved from 
16 to 163, but the prices realised have been rather less than in 
1859. The expenditure has been larger than usual, owing to 
the purchase of new machinery and the engagement of a num-

THE NEW FRENCH BANKING COMPANY IN CHINA, 


The Comptoir PEscompte de Paris, which caused some little 
excitement in our money market a short time since in contec- 
tion with the withdrawal of gold from the Bauk of England— 
alleged to be in payment for silver for remittance from the 
Continent to China—has issuod a notification at Shanghai by 
which it must be assumed that “business has commenced.” 
What that business is to consist of we must be patient to sce. 
Considering, however, that the direct French trade with all 
ports,in China for the year 1860 consisted of vessels from France, 
of an aggregate tonnage of -about 3,000 tons, and the 
despatch of about the same quantity, with the clearance of 
about 7,000 bales of silk by the overland route, we 
cannot seo how thia can give sufficient employment for 
the large sums “said” to be transmitted to China for banking 
and exchange operations. No doubt every facility will be given 
to parties wishing to ship to France under advance, and it is 
probable that the German houses may be able to effect their 
exchange operations through Paris, instead of as at present 
through London, We wish the undertaking every success; but 
we think, in these matters, we cannot pass the usual compli- 
ment of “they do these things better in France,” but suggest 
that “we do these things better in England.” The following is 
a copy of their announcement in Shanghai, which bears neither 
managers’ nor directors’ appointments, Now we in England 
cousider this rather an important part of the announcement of 
@ new company, and a banking and exchange business espe- 
cially requires publicity, and due authority to some one to grant 
bills of exchange, &., &c. 

« By a decree of the Imperial Goverament, the « Comptoir d’Escompte 
de Paris’ has been authorised to establish an Agency at Shanghai. This 
Agency is now ready to transact Banking business, and will buy and sell 
Exchange. The Agency Office is temporarily in the building of the Agra 
and United Service Bank.” 


THE RED SEA CABLE, 


In reference to the paragraph which appeared in the Bombay 
Times as to a supply of cable having been sent out, and that 
the Company's marine superintendent would be engaged in 
replacing the fractured parts between Aden and Kurrachee in 
the P. and O. Company’s steamer Union, chartered for the pur- 
pose, we find, on the first authority, that Mr. Brunton, the 
Company's superintendent, proceeded from Suez on the 28th 
October last and examined the Red Sca line, both at Kossier 
and Sonakin, and found that the two first sections were inter- 
rupted owing to the cables having been broken, most probably 
by ships’ anchors, within a few miles of shore, The broken 
ends were examined, one five miles from Kossicr, on the Suez- 
Kossier section, the other two and a-half miles from Sonakin, 
on the Kossier-Sonakin section. Not having any cable on board 
the Union, Mr. Brunton could not repair these breaks. The 
Union returned at once to Sucz to receive some Board of Trade 
officials connected with the establishment of lighthouses in the 
Red Sea. 


The Red Sea Telegraph Company despatched, lately, a small 
steamer called the Telegraph, from Aden, and expect to hear of 
her arrival very shortly, This vessel is intended to at onco 
make good the defects between Aden and Kurrachce, which, 
according to the best information the Company have, are but 
trifling, Should this supposition prove correct, we may now 
at any moment have inteliigence of the restoration of electric 
communication between Aden and Kurrachee, 











A complete revolution was caused on the Ist inst., by the 
announcement that Government declined to pay the guaranteed 
interestdue at Dee, 31, and shares fell to £14.

MALTA AND ALEXANDRIA CABLE. 


This cable, which, we will egain remind our readers, is that 
originally intended for Rangoon and Singapore, is to be coiled 
on board the Lzngoon and Malucca, now in the river Thames, 
when those vessels have completed their fittings to convey it 
in water-tanks, It is estimated that they will carry 350 miles, 
and will be despatched all in May next. They will return for 
the remaining portion of the cable to complete the line, which, 
allowing for slack, will give a total length of 1,300 miles of 
cable to be forwarded. The precise direction for laying this 
cable will not be decided until the soundings have been accu- 
rately taken, and the localitics visited by the Government engi- 
neers, Messrs, Gisborne and Forde.

STAUNTON CHINESE SCHOLARSHIPS. 


THE, recent events which have taken place 
in China were the inauguration of a new ern in the 
intercourse between Great Britain and that country, 
But the victories obtained must be followed by a course of 
‘conduct appropriate to our newly-nequired position there, 
and every means should be used to prevent future 
understandings. Our commercial status in China 
ve i jing in importance, and ler Majesty's 
yeurly senving forth diplomatic agents, 
while the religious world is fully alive to the opportunity 
for Missionary efforts, which is ever increasing in thit 
quarter of thé globe. ‘It remains for the friends of China, 
and for philauthropists generally, to consider by what 
means the Chivese may be made to profit most by our 
intercourse, af how we may treat with them so as to 


avoid wars in future, and establish our influence among 
them. 





















Every one who hos read the account of Mr. Harry 
Parkes! examination, as a prisoner before tre Manderint 
in Peking, will be satished that the food of light which 
he shel ‘upon thelr minds through his knowlege of 
their lan; » and the respect which he undoubtedly 
‘commanded from them, notwithstanding their ill-trent- 
ment of him, were calculated to have a very beneficial 
fnfluence, ant to he productive of very good resulta. it 
‘was his ‘acquaintance with their native tengue that 
enabled him to communicate facts, and proably ndvice, 
Which must have had a powerfal effect upon the\r minds, 


although it was doubtless the sterner roice of war at their 
gntes which effected his release, 








But now that the contest is over, we may very proper 
address ourselves to the consideration of tie effect which 
{he muller force of persunsion and fal enlightenment miny 
le expected to produce on the Chinese mind, im bringing 
about that cordiality and good fecling, withunt which we 
shall be exposed to frequent recurrence of similar dis 
ments ; and this enlig itenment cun only be produced by 
a more general study of the Chinese language among 
those who intend to proceed to China, either in the em- 
ployment of her Majesty's Government, or with the view 
extending our commerce or our religion, among the 
native popniation. 
In 1847 a Professorship of Chinese was established in 
King’s College, London, mainly through the exertions of 
the Inte Sir George Thomas Staunton, Bart., M.P., who 
succeeded with ‘ew ty in providing for the endowment 
of aChair. It was intended at the same time, to pro- 
cure an Endowment, if voesib'e, for Scholarships, so as to 
encourage the study’ of this difficult langange; but the 
funds at the di of the promotersof this scheme were 
ingufficient, and they rested satisfied with sccuring & 








salary of ubout eighty guineas for the Professor. Since 
1854, 2 small class has been assembled each term for the

ion_of Chinese, and her Majesty's Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs has wo far en it asto 
allow the Principal of King's College to recommend for 
the appointment of Student Interpreters ns many as 
{wenty-one gentlemen who were menubers of this class* 
Bat alluough these appointmenta have from time to time 
been conferred, there hias always been a degree of uncer- 
tainty about the continuation of these favours; and, in 
‘consequence of this doubt, the efforts of the students have 
flagged, and much less has been accomplished than might 
have been, had a clearly defined prospect been held out. 


‘To supply motive for greater exertion, and to induce 
4 closer application, it sccms desiruble to carry out the 
original intention of Sir G. T. Staunton, who was the chief 
promoter ofthe study of Chinese in England, by procur- 
ing funds for the Endowment of two or three Scholar. 
ships, to be ealled, in memory of his oriental acquirements 
and liberality, the “Staunton Chinese Scholarships.” 

‘The holders of these Scholarships should be considered 
cligible for recommendation toher Majesty's Government, 
or to mercantile firms, upon application being made to the 
principal. 

The competition, to which these prizes would give rise, 
would assuredly exert a beneficinl influence on the com. 
petitors, and thus they would be the better fitted for their 
arduous posts as interpreters in China. 

Now that the whole empire is open to Europeans, both 
Aiplonstic and commercial agents will under he passport 
system, be admitted to the interior, especially along the 
frat arteries of commerce: and in order to their 








tions efficiently, they must have a good knowledge of 
the language, the rudiments of which they may acquire in 
ths country; and as the Japanese language is very intic 


mately connected with the Chinese, the latter serves as a 
valuable introduction to the study of the former. 

To the friends of King’s College, London, where alone 
in Great Britain Chinese is taught, the success which
